HER CREW SCUTTLE HER FOR 
THE INSURANCE. 


Capt. Reed of the Whaler Petrel Pur- 
sues the Fugitives for Miles, but 
Fails to Catch Them— 

The Wreck.

NEW BEDFORD (Mass.) Capt. 
Reed of the whaling bark l of this 
port tells a story of advent upon the 


seas and discloses the incidents connected 
with the destruction of a vessel by her 
crew. | 

In September last the bark Petrel was in 
St. Michael’s and later she left on a whal- 
ing cruise. On October 22, while in the 
vicinity of the Cape Verde Islands, Capt. 
Reed saw the boats lowered of a hark 
some distance away from his vessel. His 
first thought was that she was a whaler 
and he ordered the boats on his own ves- 
sel lowered. He took after the boats of 
the other vessel and almost immediately 
their actions aroused his suspicion. The 
men appeared to be trying to elude them. 
He then gave chase with the determination 
to overhaul them, and ordered his men 
to work at the oars as if their lives de- 
pended upon their ‘exertions. He followed 
the boats for nearly ten miles and then 
became convinced that it was useless to 
attempt to overtake them. 

Capt. Reed became satisfied that some- 
thing was wrong aboard the vessel and, 
as soon as possible, he returned and went 
aboard the bark.

Discussion in House 
and Senate. 


Votes Taken on the Urgency 
Measure. 


The Pension Office and its Methods 
Lead to a Warm 


The Collection of the Income Tax 
Also a Bone of Contention— The 
Firancial Issues Come in 
for Discussion.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The House to- 
day entered upon the consideration of the 
Urgent Deficiency Appropriation bill. The 
bill contained two disputed items, the ap- 
propriation for specal pension examiners 
and that for the collection of the income- 
tax. 

The former appropriation opens the door 
for a debate on the condition of the pen- 
sion office, especially the practice of sum- 
marily suspending the payment of alleged 
fraudulent . pensions and the debate on 
the incomé-tax appropriation was especi- 
ally lively, but the motion to strike it 
out was defeated in committee by a vote 
of 54 to 127. It is probable that a record- 
making vote will be demanded in the 
House tomorrow. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


SECOND SESSION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—SENATE.— 
There was but a small attendance in the 
Senate today when called to order. On 
motion of Senator Allen of Nebraska, the 
Senate passed the amendment to the 
House bill amending Sec. 3 of the act of 
March 3, 1889, withdrawing public lands 
from private entry. He explained the bill 
‘was important at this time on account of 
the large number of persons in the North- 
west being driven. from homes on account 
of drouth. 

After a satatement.by Mr. Call, the 
resolution was referred to the 
on Contingent 

The Senate then proceeded to the con- 
sideration of peuston bills on the calendar. 
Among these passed were bills granting 
hpensions of 3100 per month to Mary 
Palmer Banks, Widow of Maj.-Gen. Na- 
thaniel P. Banks; Mrs. Katherine Todd 
Crittenden and to Maj.-Gen. A. McCler- 
mard. A Senate bill was passed to author- 
ize the construction of a bridge across the 
Red River of the North at Drayton, N. D. 

At 2 o’clock Mr. Gray of Delaware 
stated that he had no desire to delay con- 
sideration of the canal bill, but he con- 
sidered the tariff bills of greater import- 
ance, and he thought the Senate. should 
have an opportunity to say whether these 
ulis should be considered. He did not 
think the discussion of the bills would 
occasion any great delay. He, therefore, 
moved to displace the canal dill with the 
sugar bill. 

Senator Morgan stated that while he 
fayored the Sugar bill he could be com- 
pelled to vote against its consideration at 
the present time owing to the fact that 
he had been placed in charge of the Nica- 
ragua Canal Bill. The bill was then read, 
after which Senator Berry of Arkansas de- 
manded the yeas and nays on the ques- 
tion. 

When the announcement came it showed 
the defeat of Mr. Gray's motion by a vote 
of 23 to 27. 

Mr. Vest of Missouri took the floor to 
move to take up his resolution for an 
amendment of the Senate rules with a 
modification instructing the Committee on 
Rules to report by December 15. He asked 
for the yeas and nays on the motion. The 
motion was lost by 24 to 37. 

The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the Nicaragua Canal Bill and Mr. Mor- 
gan addressed the Senate. 

Mr. Morgan devoted considerable time to 

a discussion of the international questions 
that presented themselves in connection 
with this matter and of the right of the 
government to participate in the construc- 
tion of the canal, in view of the existence 
of treaties, etc. There could be no more 
majestic position assumed by the United 
States among the family of nations than to 
take up the subject and have the canal 
completed. In closing Mr. Morgan an- 
nounced that he was very anxious to have 
progress made with the bill and he asked 
Senators to inform themselves on the 
matter so it could be brought to a vote 
at an early day. He intimated that he 
would soon ask unanimous consent to have 
a tor a vote. 
of Connecticut then addressed 
the Senate briefly on the bill introduced 
by Mr. Berry to establish the Territory 
of Indianola from the territory now oc- 
cupied by the five civilized tribes. He 
said that something must be done to 
change the government of Indians in In- 
Alan Territory. The Indians ‘themselves 
request that the Indian government should 
be abolished as well as the interests of 
300,000 white people who have been al- 
lowed and encouraged to 80 into the In- 
dian country. 

He did not overstate the matter when he 
said that legislation was openly and un- 
blushingly bought in the Indian Legisla- 
tures, nor did he overstate it when he said 
that the administration of justice was 
bought and sold for the benefit of the 
“white Indian.“ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Platt's speech 
the bill was referred to the Committee on 
Indian Affairs. 

Mr. Pugh presented the credentials of 
Senator John T. Morgan, elected by the 
Alabama Legislature for a term of six 
years from March 4, 1895. 

The resolution of Mr. Higgins calling for 
correspondence relating to the offer of 
mediation by the United States in the 
war between C ina and Japan, was then 


assed. 

On motion of Mr. Call, the Senate took 
up the resolution heretofore offered by 
him authorizing the appointment of a com- 
mittee ta investigate and report whether 
the Louisiana and Honduras Lottery Com- 
pany has been established and is now in 
operation in Florida. 

The Senate then, at 4:40 p.m., went into 
executive session, and, at 5:10 p.m., ad- 


journed. 
HOUSE:—On motion of Mr. Brecken- 
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ridge of Kentucky, the House went into 
committee of the whole for consideration 
of the Urgent Deficiency Appropriation 
bill. The bill carried $2,556,595, but there 
were two disputed items. An appropria- 
tion of $245,000 for the collection of an 
income tax and $250,000 for the expenses 
of special examiners of the Pension Of- 
fice. An attempt to secure an agreement 
fixing the limit of general debate failed, 
owing to the objections of Mr. Bartlett of 
New York, who led the opposition. to the 
income-tax, and Mr. Henderson of Iowa, 
who led the opposition to the appropria- 
tion for special examiners. of the Pension 


The latter took the floor ae vigorously 
antagonized the appropriation for the spec- 
ial examiners, criticising severely the con- 
duct of the pension office. The Commis- 
sioner of Pensions had boasted that $3,- 
000,000 of pension money had been saved 
to the government last year. The mis- 
sion of examiners was to secure evidence 
against, not in favor of the pensioners, 
and claimants. He favored an amendment 
that would cut off this auxiliary for more 
examiners and keep in the field only the 
regulation number 100. 

Mr. Sickles of New York, amid a roar 
of Republican applause, repudiated the 
charge of wholesale frauds made against 
pensioners and declared his unaltered op- 
position to the appropriation. 

After some further debate Mr. Bartlett 
of New York got the floor and opened the 
discussion of the income-tax appropriation. 
He was earnestly opposed to this vicious 
tax. He realized the majority of his 
farty were against him and Republicans 
would not support him as a party. Yet 
he did not consider it a party question. 
The Democrats hed, in his opinion, made 
a fatal mistake in passing it and that it was 
a mistake had been proved within a few 
weeks by the ballot box. This burden 
would not fall on the rich. Ultimately 
the poor must pay it. 

Mr. McMillin -defended the income tax. 
In the course of a hot colloquy with Mr. 
Bartlett that followed, Mr. McMillin said: 
In order to show the flagrant wrong, 
and misery of that system vf taxation 
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call your attention to William Waldorf 
Astor. This gentleman ran for Congress 
once against the present Governor of New 
York, Mr. Flower, and was defeated. His 
defeat soured and embittered him against 
the government and our institutions. He 
moved abroad, and, not being content with 
what he could say against America him- 
self and our American institutions, he pur- 
chased one of the ablest journals in Great 
Britain. He lives there now, and his paper 
is doing its work against our institutions. 
The income of this man, derived from 
property in New Tork, is more than 
$5,000,000 a year, and he does not pay (he 
does pay a State tax, county tax, municipal 
tax, it is true;) but he does not pay the 
government of the United States. and has 
not paid $10 in ten years, although he has 
this colossal fortune, which is protected 
by our army and defended by our navy.“ 

Mr. Bartlett said: I will answer the 
gentleman that there is no better tax 
payer in the State of New York than 
William Waldorf Astor; no family in the 
State or county of New York who con- 
tributes more largely to taxation purposes, 
State, county and municipal, than does 
the Astor family.“ 

“How about the Federal tax? inquired 
Mr. MeMillin. 

“If it be your purpose to pfoscribe the 
Hk.“ began Mr. Bartlett, but Mr. Mo- 
Millin quickly disclaimed such a purpose. 

The Secretary of the Treasury reports,“ 
interrupted Mr. Strauss of New York, 
“that there will be surplus of revenue to 
the extent of $20,000,000 for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1895. Now if there should be 
a surplus of revenue is not the gentleman 
willing to have the income tax repealed?’’ 

“I would not be,“ replied Mr. McMillin, 
“until you have complied with the law. In 
order that there may bea surplus shall we 
violate the law of the United States and 
refuse to pay one dollar upon the sinking 
fund. When you pay up the $100,000,000 
of which has been incurred in that way; 
when you comply with the law and pay 
$50,000,000 a year upon the sinking fund, 
then, if we have a surplus, I shall be ready 
to discuss the question of the repeal of 
this tax, but even then I would take taxa- 
tion off clothing and other necessities of 
life rather than off wealth.“ 

Mr. Cockran of New York said that the 
and his New York coleagues had believed 
that tariff reduction meant a stimulus to 
trade that would result in increased rev- 
enues to the government. Were they now 
to be told that revenue reductions would 
depress instead of stimulate revenue? If 
so, then revenue reform was what its 
enemies termed, war on industry and 
menace to the country’s prosperity. 
publican applause.) 

‘But I am still a believer in tariff re- 
form,“ he continued. “I still believe in the 
principles of taxation. I believe prosper- 
ity would have followed the enactment of 
the Wilson bill; that our imports and ex- 
ports would have been quardupled and our 
revenues increased instead of diminished. 
If one man in the United States is so 
strong that he can drive the people into a 
mistaken system, he is stronger than he 
should be. If Mr. Astor had been able to 
drive the flower of Tennessee Democracy 
(Mr. McMillin) into this heresy, then Mr. 
Astor is more powerful in the Democratic 
party than he ever proved himself to be 
in the ranks of the opposition.“ 

After a short speech by Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, who was in charge of the bill, in 
which he defended the income tax, general 
debate closed, and Mr. Bartlett moved to 
strike out the appropriation for the col- 
lection of the income tax. The vote on 
the Bartlett amendment was then taken 
and it was defeated by 47 to 124. 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa moved to reduce 
the appropriation for pension examiners 
from $250,000 to $125,000. Without action 
on the amendment the House then, at 5:10 
p.m., adjourned

ST. JOHNS, (N. F.,) Dec. 12.—Two large 
English firms who hold most of New- 
foundland’s paper, and who were expected 
to fail on Monday, are still holding out, 
Their suvival greatly adds to the hope 
that the Union Bank will be able to con- 
tinue business. Notes of that bank are 
more in demand today, but trade is prac- 
tically dead. The government decided yes- 
terday morning that its position was un- 
tenable, and sent a letter to the leaders 
of the Liberal party offering to resign, or 
to retain office if supported in the finan- 
cial question. The government offered to 
amalgamate with the Liberals until the 
crisis is over. The Liberals made no re- 
ply to this letter, but two hours later 
waited on the Governor and demanded 
that he dismiss the ministers. The Gov- 
ernor refused, but acting on the advice of 
the imperial ministry, he summoned the 
assembly to meet on Saturday. 

The Governor has received a dispatch 
from the imperial ministry, stating that it 
declines to interfere unless the colony is 
willing to accept a royal commission to 
investigate its affairs. The ministers, 
knowing their defeat is certain should 
they face the assembly, tendered their res- 
ignations, to take effect tomorrow. 

Greenway, leader of the opposition, has 
been called upon by the Governor to form 

a cabinet. His task is an almost impos- 
sible one. The government statements 
show that interest on the public loans, 
$250,000, will be required to be furnished 
in London on January 1. This amount can- 
not now be obtained, and therefore the 
colony must default payment unless some 
arrangement is speedily made. Reliable 
information tonight is to the effect that

Seely Meets the Bank 
President. 


He Refuses to Discuss His 
Case. 


The Only Thing He Will Say is to 
Accuse the Man 
Baker. 


President Crain Has a Talk with His 
ex-Associate—MacFarland Wants 
to Obtain the Reward—He 
Must Wait.

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—At 5 o’clock this 
afternoon President Crain of the Shoe & 
Leather National Bank of New York, 
walked into United States Marshal Ar- 
nold’s office. Half an hour afterward he 
was sitting in Inspector Shea’s office when 
the door opened and his defaulting book- 
keeper, Samuel C. Seely, stepped into the 
room. Seely reached out and took the 
extended hand of President Crain. As the 
president shook Seely’s hand with the 
warmth of an old friend, it was readily 
seen that Seely was much affected. 

Mr. Crain, I did not think you would 
want to shake hands with me,“ said Seely. 

Crain pushed him into the chair beside 
him and replied in kindly tone: Why, 
Sam, I am glad to see you; sit down.“ 

For half an hour they were closeted to- 
gether. Inspector Shea at the request of 
President Crain invited the newspaper re- 
porters to enter the room. Then President 
Crain said: 


Gentlemen, from the importance of the 
affair, you naturally expect some startling 
developments from the conversation I have 
had with Mr. Seely. I have called you in 
that I might speak in his presence. He 
absolutely refuses to talk about his case. 
He says that he is entirely in the hands 
of his counsel, Frank W. Angel, who has 
requested that he talk to no one about the 
matter. He has told me that there is no 
one to whom he would sooner tell all than 
to me, but he would obey the injunction 
of his counsel.

As to the quesction of authority in the 
return of Seely to New York, President 
Crain said that it was probable that Seely 
would be turned over to the Federal 
authorities. Seely said: “I prefer to go 
back with the government authorities.“ 

Crain said tonight that under the terms 
of the reward offered for the arrest of 
Seely it will be paid only after the con- 
viction of the prisoner. This will be sad 
news for MacFarland, who bas made sev- 
eral calls on the police department to see 
when he was going to get that $5000. He 
wants it all at once, and wants it now. 
Seely was shown the New Vork dispatch 
this afternoon reporting that his wife is 
prostrated and seriously ill. He was much 
agitated and eagerly inquired for late news 
from her. “I cannot send any encourag- 
ing word to ber,“ said he, but I hope 
some one will tell her I am well.“ 

“Did you profit much by the alleged 

defalcation?’’ asked a reporter. 
1 cannot answer that now.“ said he, 
„but I do not look very prosperous, do I? 
Do you think I look as though I had very 
many thousands of dollars?“ 

Seely talked very bitterly of MacFarland, 
the man who aided in his arrest. 

“I don’t want to say much about MacFar- 
land,“ he said, ‘‘but I consider his giving me 
away a low trick. I hope that the $5000 
reward for my capture will go to the po- 
lice instead of him. No, I have no idea 
as to how the bank people will treat me. 
Whether they will be hard on me or not, I 
don’t care very much, as this thing has 
taken the interest out of life for me.“ 


SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Oscar Rogers Convicted in Arizona 
of Train-robbery. 

TUCSON (Ariz.,) Dec. 12.—A special dis- 
patch to the Star from Florence says that 
Judge Rouse last night at 8 o'clock sen- 
tenced Oscar Rogers, convicted of train- 
robbing, to be hanged on February 8. 
The jury was out only thirty minutes. 
The evidence against Rogers was very 
strong. 

The crime for which he has been sen- 
tenced to suffer the death penalty was 
perpetrated on the 30th of last September, 
when three men, Oscar Rogers, Frank Ar- 
ner and John Donavan, held up the east- 
bound overland at Mariposa station at 
midnight. They were daring in work, but 
made only a small haul, securing about 
$60 from the Wells, Bargo local box and 
the messenger’s gold watch. Arner was 
captured the following day near Phoenix 
after a desperate fight with the Sheriff 
and posse. He was badly wounded, but 
has fully recovered. 

Rogers was captured by farmers along 
the lower Gila River, near Yuma, about 
the 15th of November, and was brought 
to Tucson. He had been confined in jail 
only a short while before he made a 
desperate attempt to secure freedom by 
digging through the wall. He was dis- 
covered at work, however, just as he w 
removing the last layer of brick. 

John Donavan is still at large, and the 
officers have about given up all hope of 
ever effecting his capture. He is said to 
be the, most desperate one of the gang. 
Rogers and Arner were indicted some 
days ago at Florence on a number ot 
charges growing out of the Mariposa rob- 
bery. Last, week Arner pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to thirty years at „Numa 
penitentiary. Rogers declared himself in- 
nocent, and the trial resulted as already 
atated. An appeal will be taken. 

The general opinion of the legal lights

Suddenly her ballast shifted to the star 
board side, badly injuring three men. The 
port anchor and thirty fathoms of chain 
were dropped over as a drag to keep the 
vessel’s head to the sea, Later the anchor 
and chaih were lost. She was over on 
her beam ends, mountainous seas sweep- 
ing her decks, and the only way the crew 
could handle the vessel was to lash them- 
selves to stationary objects. By trimming 
ballast she righted somewhat, and then the 
storm came on again, carrying away more 
of the rigging. 

The officers and crew mutinied. They re- 
fused to obey their captain’s commands, 
and attempted to leave the ship in the 
boats. Capt. McCarthy armed himself, 
and, single-handed, prevented them from 
leaving the ship. On several occasions 
the vessel Was close in shore and in im- 
minent danger of drifting on the rocks. 
Twice she got inside the lightship at the 
Columbia River bar, when snow began 
falling and the increasing gale drove her 
out to sea. Yesterday morning she headed 
toward the straits of Juan de Fuca, but 
was unable to make the cape. In trying to 
launch a boat one man was dashed against 
the side of the ship and killed. Drifting 
past Cape Flattery the ship was slowly go- 
ing toward the Vancouver shore, when the 
steamer Bertha hove in sight and took 
her if tow, at 9 o’clock last night. 

The Scottish Dales presents a dilapi- 
dated appearance and the damage, except- 
ing a claim for salvage by the Bertha, 
amounts to $10,000. Capt. McCarthy, whe 
has been to sea over thirty years, says 
the sterm was the severest he ever er- 
perienced. 


TOOK HIS LIFE. 


THOMAS SALTER COMMITS sur- 
CIDE IN JAIL. 


The Would-be Poisoner of Barnes 
Adopts the Poison Route—Mys- 
tery Connected with the 
Affair. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 12.—(Special 
Dispatch:) Thomas Salter, the poisoner, 
who has been in the County Jail here for 
some time awaiting action of the grand 
jury, for the attempted poisoning of 8. 
W. Barnes, in which crime he was as- 
sisted by the wife of the victim, who is 
also in jail, committed suicide tonight, by 
taking poison. His cell-mates say that 
he has been sick for several days, to 
which no one paid any particular attention 
until he began breathing heavily about 9 
o'clock this evening, when a physician 
was sent for, but too late to render as- 
sistance. Salter died at 11 o'clock. 

The sudden termination of what has al- 
ready been a very sensational case, caused 
no small amount of excitement in the city 
and speculation is rife as to who could 
have furnished him with the means to 
end his life. A great many people have 


visited him in the jail, so that it will de 


almost impossible to fasten the guilt on 
any one. Salter was a native of Australia 
and for the past two years engaged in the 
carriage business here. During a severe 
illness some time ago he was nursed by 
Mrs. Barnes at her house, when a strong 
attachment sprung up between them. 

The husband of the woman being in the 
way they began administering poison to 
him in small doses which, for a time, 
baffled the skill of several physicians, who 
were treating him for rheumatism. At 
last the true state of affairs became known 
resulting in the arrest of both Salter and 
Mrs. Barnes, some six weeks ago. At the 
preliminary examination Mrs. Barnes con- 
fessed to having given her husband poison 
which had been furnished her by Salter. 

Notwithstanding the woman's confession 
her husband believed her innocent, and 
threw all manner of obstructions in the 
officers’ way in order to shield her. In- 
vestigations were under way tending to 
fasten several other crimes upon Salter, 
lately committed in this city, & notable 
one being the mysterious shooting of Paul 
Powers, a hackdriver, about two years . 
ago. Mrs. Barnes is still in jail, not hav- 
ing been able to procure the $10,000 bail 
required. 

S. W. Barnes, the victim, submitted to 
public treatment in the operahouse by the 
Boy Phenomenon,“ last Monday evening, 
walking off the stage without the aid of 
his crutches, which he was compelled to 
use since the slow process of poisoning has 
been under way. 

Salter’s remains were turned over to Dr. 
Thompson, the County Coroner. An in- 
quest will be held tomorrow at which 
some light may be thrown on the. person 
who furnished him with the means of 
poisoning himself.

BLOODY BUTCHERY. 


PORT ARTHUR’S INHABITANTS 
MASSACRED. 


Practically the Entire Population is 
Said to Have Been Slaughtered. 
The Japanese Deny the 

Story. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—A cable to the 
World from Yokohama says that Japanese 
troops entered Port Arthur on November 
21 and massacred practically the entire 
population in cold bloed. The defenseless 
and unarmed people were butchered in the 
touses and their bodies unspeakably mu- 
tilated. There was an unrestrained reign 
of murder, which continued three days. 

The whole town was plundered with ap- 
palling atrocities. It was the first stain 
upon Japanese civilization. The Japanese 
in this instance relapsed into barbarism. 
All pretenses that the circumstances justi- 
fied the atrocities are false. The civilized 
world will be horrified by the details. The 
foreign correspondents were horrified by 
the spectacle and left the army in a body. 

THE STORIES DENIED. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The following 
statement was issued from the Japanese 
Legation today: 

“The Japanese Minister expresses the 
strongest disbelief in the reports of atroci- 
ties alleged to have been committed by 
the Japanese troops at Port Arthur. The 
reputation of Marshal Oyama, whose or- 
ders to his troops against excesses of any 
kind, were of the strictest nature and the 
discipline maintained in the Japanese army 
in his ovinion, renders such a state of 
things impossible. He believes, therefore, 
that these reports of Japanese cruelty are 
greatly exaggerated and thinks that the 
official report of what has really happened 
will certainly be made public, will prove 
them to be so. 

The legation has as yet no definite ad- 
vices on the subject beyond a report that 
a number of Japanese laborers, who had 
been armed with swords for their own 
protection, entered the town during the 
battle and were guilty of some excess. 
After the fights at Kin-Chow and Tolien- 
Wan the Japanese dead were found decap- 
tated. and otherwise horribly mutilated. 
It is possible that the Japanese laborers 
inflamed by these atrocities and intoxicated 
with liquor, found in the town, may have 
done Ge things alleged, pra | the fight 
was gding on, but officials at the legation 
report their disbelief and are certain that 
the culprits will be summarily and quickly 
dealt with.

Everett is president of the 


and Senators in favor of national aid to 


DRAWING IT FINE. 


Milwatkee Labor Unions to Organ- 
ize Ward and Precinct Unions.

MILWAUKBB, Dec. 12.—Milwaukee la- 
bor unions begen work on a new line. Not 
content with organizing ali the trades into 
unions, they now propose to build up ward 
and precinct unions, composed of all 
classes of skilled and unskilled laborers, 
merchants, professional men and others. 
In short, they mean to use the word 
“workingmen” in its broadest sense. They 
hope in this way to break down class prej- 
udice and put the locomotive engineer on 
a fraternal footing with the sewer-digger, 
the school-teacher and the grocer’s clerk 
at least once or twice a month. 

These ward and precinct clubs are ex- 
pected to educate the masses of the work- 
ing people who are not now reached by 
the trades unions in the principles of pop- 
ular government as the unions understand 
them.

A Trade Bulletin Questions the Sec- 


retary’s Statistics.

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—The trade bulletin 
under the heading, “An Explanation in 
Order.“ says: 

In the December circular issued by the 
Department of Agriculture, dated Wash- 
ington, November 1, 1894, and signed J. 
Sterling Morton, Secretary, the following 
instructions to correspondents appear: 

The new crop—the area sown, and 
condition of winter grain, should also be 
given comparatively; 100 representing the 
acreage sown the previous yeer and also 
a full normal condition of the growing 
crop, in increase or decrease of acreage 
or_condition being indicated by a higher 
or lower figure. Correspondents are espe- 
cially requested to carefully examine these 
remarks.’ 

Under the questions propounded are 
the following: ‘Winter wheat, area sown 
compared with the fall of 18937 Average 
condition December 1? There is not one 
word in said circular about the area sown 
compared with area harvested in 1894, 
therefore correspondents could not.have 
made any such report to the Department 
of Agriculture. The report of the statis- 
ticlan is claimed to be based on the area 
harvested in 1894, but how such a repart 
can be made up from the questions pro- 
pounded and answers received is a mys- 
tery, 

“The question now is: Where did the 
statisticlan get his replies on which to

SIR JOHN THOMPSON DEAD. 


THE MINISTER DIED AT 


PRIME 
‘WINDSOR CASTLE. 


He Was in Apparent Good Health, 
but Complained of Being Indis- 
posed—Supposed to Have 
Had Heart Disease. 


WINDSOR ng.) Déc. 12.—Sir John 
Thompson, the Canadian Prime Minister, 
expired here today after attending privy 
council, at which he was sworn a mem- 
ber. 

The Canadian Premier was the first to 
arrive ate Paddington railway station this 
morning, in order to accompany the Cabi- 
net members and members of the privy 
council in the special train bound for this 
place, where a meeting of the privy coun- 
cil was to be held at the castle. Sir John 
walked on the platform of Paddington 
station for half an hour before the special 
train started, and during that time he 
conversed in an animated manner with 
Lord Broadalbane, the Lord Steward of 
the Queen's Household; with Arnold Mor- 
ley, the Postmaster-General; with the 
Marquis of Ripon, the Colonial Secretary; 
with the Indian Secretary, Mr. Fowler, 
and with Sir Charles Lenox Peel, clerk 
to the privy council. Up to the time the 
train started, Sir John Thompson had not 
shown any signs of fatigue, nor did his 
appearance and manner give the slightest 
indication that he was suffering from any 
iliness. 

After the privy council meeting, Sir 
John adjourned with the ministers and 
others to luncheon and shortly afterward 
he became suddenly ill and expired almost 
immediately. Dr. Eilison, one of the sur- 
geons-in-ordinary to the household at 
Windsor, was sent for promptly, but he 
was unable to save Sir John’s life. Up 
to 4 g’clock this evening the Queen had 
not been informed of the tragic death of 
the premier. His body has been moved 
to one ot the principal rooms in Clarence 
Tower, at Windsor Castle, where it awaits 
the arrival of the Crown Coroner. The 
Marquis of Ripon says that when Sir John 
was first seized with the illness he was 
given some randy and appeared to re- 
cover, but shortly after he suddenly ex- 
plred. It is presumed that his death was 
caused by heart disease. 

Sir John Thompson was one of the 
speakers at the meeting of the Colonial 
Institute last evening. He sat in the last 
tier of the hall and appeared to be in 
good spirits but When he arose to ad- 
dress the meeting it was noticed that he 
spoke in a husky voice and apologized for 
the brevity of his , Baying that 
he was indisposed. r John, in the 
course of his speech. said that the en- 
thusiasm displayed by the Ottawa con- 
ference was merely an echo of that felt 
through Canada. e said: 

We want to show the world that we 
are a united people and we have done so. 


One of the objects. the conference has 
achieved been to lessen the distance 
yer communication time between the col- 
onies.”’ 


Sir John also referred to the unanimity 
of the colonies in offering subsidies and 
said that the feeling in Canada had bem 
% aroused by the mail service that he 
knew the project was certain of accor- 
plishment within a short time. He trusted 
that the influence of the meeting of the 
Colonial Institute would tend to the es- 
tablishment of still greater unity between 
the colonies of the empird. 

The Canadian Premier was well received 
but it was generally believed he was suf- 
fering from a cold. 

The Queen had invited Sir John to dine 
and sleep at Windsor Castle tonight. The 
greatest excitement prevails at Windsor 
Castle this evening.

A DEATH-LOCK. 


THE MEAT KINGS VERSUS THE 
SUGAR TRUST. 


The United States Schate to be the 
Scene of the Great Struggle of 
Capital to Further its 

, Interests.

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—A Post Washington 
special says that word reached here that 
the vast cattle interests, representing, an 
invested capital of not less than $700,000,- 
000, are about to grapple in a death-lock 
struggle with the Sugar Trust, and that 
the direction of the fighting is to be 
lodged with P. D. Armour, Nelson Mor- 
ris and N. 8. Swift, the Chicago kings of 
the. meat trade. 

The United States Senate is to be the 
battle ground, and, unless the programme 
misoarries, the contest between these 
colossal interests will furnish the crown- 
ing sensation of the short session of Con- 
gress. Free sugar is a necessity for free 
importation of meat products to the great

The 
American meat trade with foreign coun- 
tries approximates $15,000,000 a year, and 
anything that threatens its mighty busi- 
ness in a vital or important way instantly 
touches the pockets of one of the most 
powerful combinations in existence. The 
cattle-raisers are in a state of perpetual 
warfare with the great packing combina- 
tions, but when in the presence of a com- 
mon enemy, a community of interests is 
at once formed and a united front pre- 
sented. Therefore the cattle-raisers, the 
cattle-killers and the meat distributors 
are pooling their issues and preparing to 
remove the cause of irritation that is dis- 
‘turbing their established trade. The duty 
on sugar being that cause, they will 
bombard the trust. 
Nelson Morris, who has been abroad for 
several months, brings back the report 
that the prejudice against American meats 
can easily be removed by the repeal of the 
discriminating duty on sugar. Morris fur- 
nishes more meat supplies to the armies 
of Burope than any half-dozen contractors 
in the world, and his relations with for- 
eign governments are consequently recog- 
nized as being sufficiently close to give to 
his confidential communication of this sub- 
ject almost the stamp official. He is in 
touch with the very heads of the Euro- 
pean inspiration—the money-bags of all 


the principal nations of the Old World. 


Morris has also caused the word to be 
passed down the line that if the discrimin- 
ating sugar duty is removed he has author- 
itative assurances that former harmony

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

VICTORIA GB. C.) Dec. 12.—The Aus- 
tralian steamer Warrimoo, just arrived, 
brings the startling news that a Imaiority 
of the islands of the New Hebrides group 
are passing through a baptism of fire, 
earthquake and volcanic disturbances, 
threatening the very existence of several 
of the largest and best, islands, including 
Ambrym, celebrated for the excellence of 
its coffee. On the latter an entire village 
of natives was recently carried into the sea. 
The loss of life has been variously esti- 
mated at from sixty to seventy-five men, 
woman and children, while in others of the 
group fatalities are also reported. A layer 
of ashes from two to six inches deep covers 
the once fertile flelds with an appropriate 


roud. ; 

At Epi, on November 2, there was a se- 
Vere earthquake in the early morning, 
which opened an entirely new crater for 
the volcano on the west side of Ambrym, 
about fourteen miles distant, and all the 
mext day the whole island trembled. Since 
then it has opened in five or six different 
places. Even the Island of Epi, which is 
much less affected, had, on November 7, 
felt sixty-three distinct shocks and for 
weeks has been covered by clouds of ashes 
and smoke. The traders and planters Liv- 
ing on Ambrym Island have fied precipi- 
tately to Port Sandwich (Malicollo) the 
nearest point, in many cases abandoning 
all thetr possessions. 

On November 13 an earthquake shock 
racked Ambrym from east to west, causing 
the land on which stood a small native vil- 
lage to slip with the humble houses of the 
inhabitants, and many of them threw 
themselves into the sea. It is impossible 
accurately to determine the extent of the 


fatilities, but the lowest estimate of the. 


loss of life is fifty. Owing to the recent- 
ness of the disaster details were not avail- 
able when’ the Warrimoo left the southern 
seas, although natives from all the vol- 
canic islands were flocking to the centers 
of civilization for safety. 

A special correspondent of the Sydney 
Morning Herald writing from Epi early in 
November said: ‘‘Ambrym Island is still 
in volcanic eruption. The outbreak com- 
menced October 16 at the old crater in 
the center of the island. The lava stream 
extends from the crater to near Dip Point, 
the western end. The center of the island 
is a mass of lava. One stream was seen 
by H. M. S. Dart to enter the sea on the 
morning of October 16, one mile east of 
Dip Point; a column of steam arose; 4500 
feet; there were violent 8 
sions of steam in the immediate vicinity, 
and outbursts of smoke and fire south of 
the mission station. Dust fell heavily. 
The Dart embarked over eighty natives 
from Dip Point for safety. 

“Frequent earthquakes were felt as far 
as Malokula, many of them severe. The 
Dart is watching events. Some of the of- 
ficers have ascended the crater which is 
one mile in diameter and 1000 feet deep. 
Dense smoke continues to issue from this 
crater. All the western end of the island 
is covered with a deposit of fine ashes 
As far as can be ascertained at present 
the loss of life has been sixty killed by 
the great landslide of the 13th, and by 
falling stones.“

MASSEY’S WILL. 


A Late Frisco Undertaker’s Estate 
the Subject of Controversy. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCNSCO, Dec. 12,—Sensational 
testimony may be expected in the contest 
over the will of the late Atkins Massey, a 
well-known undertaker, who left an estate 
worth $100,000, judging by complaints 
filed in the Superior Court. The plain- 
tiff is Mrs. Anna M. Keane, who alleges 


that Massey was the father of her three 
children. 


Mrs. Massey had three children, to whom 
everything is left by the will, had resided 
in Europe for several years prior to Mas- 
sey’s death. The plaintiffs claim that, un- 
der the law of the State, when a father 
omits in his will to mention any of his 
children the latter inherit the same por- 
tion of the estate as they would have done 
had he died intestate. They are then what 
the statute refers to as pretermitted heirs. 
For this reason, the attorneys for Mrs. 
Keane’s children declare that if the latter 
are really the children of Massey they are 
entitled to their share of his estate, not- 
withstanding the will in Mrs. Massey’s 
favor. Of course, the main question at 
issue will be whether the children are 
Massey’s offspring. t will depend upon 
the proof of paternity and evidence that 
he acknowledged them and treated them 
as his children, thus conferring upon them 
statutory legitimacy. 

The Massey estate has been probated, 
and, in fact, was distributed before any 
movement in behalf of the Keane children 
was made, but the attorneys for the latter 
maintain that pretermitted children Hold 
their rights independent of probate pro- 
ceedings and that they are not debarred 
by any decree of distribution.

A Sailing Vessel Wrecked Near Cape 
Mears Lighthouse.

PORTLAND (Or., Dec. 12.—An Oregon- 
lan special from Tillamook, Or., gays that 
news reached there yesterday that a sail- 
ing vessel went to pieces on the rocks at 
Netarts, about a mile south of Cape Mears 
Lighthouss Sunday night. The particulars 
obtained are very meager, though pieces of 
the wrecked vessel are strewn along the 
beach for several miles. A piece of the 
stern was marked “Garcia, San Fran- 
elsco.“ The lifeboats came ashore, but 
were crushed to pleces. The masts and 
keel, also a sailor’s hat were found ‘on the 
beach. No bodies have come ashore yet 
and nothing that would show what her 
cargo was. ’ 

Sunday night was very stormy, and the 
breakers were rolling high. No one saw 
the boat or knew just when she was 
wrecked and no signal lights or guns were 
noticed by the inhabitants near the beach, 
but from the enormous amount of wreck- 
age it is certain that a boat went to pieces 
there Sunday night. It is thought from ap- 
pearances that) the vessel struck one of 
the sea-lion rocks about a mile from shore. 

LITTLE DOUBT OF THE LOSS. .

PORTLAND (Or.,) Dec. 12.—The trial of 
Joe (“Bunco’’) Kelly for the murder of 
George W. Sayres, on September 26, was 
completed today by the jury rendering 4 
verdict of guilty of murder in the second 


degree. 

It took the jury twelve hours to agree 
“upon a verdict. The first ballot stood eight 
for murder in the first degree and four 
for murder in the second degree. The 
evidence in the case was mostly circum- 
stantial. The murder of Sayres was one of 
the most cold-blooded ones in the history 
of this city. 

On the night of September 26 he was 
called from his house at Fulton Park about 
9 o’clock at night. Nothing more was 
seen of him until a few days later his 
dead body was found floating 11 ‘the river.

Kelly, who, with several others, was placed 
under arrest. All except Kelly were sub- 
sequently released. Kelly's arrest was 
followed. by that of X. N. Steeves, a well-

hired Kelly to put Sayres out of the way 
for a money consideration. e motive is 
found in the fact that .Steeve3 was an at- 
torney in some lawsuits in which he was 
opposed to the interests of Baynes. 
A RASH ACT. 


Dual Drowning Accident at Revel- 
stoke on the Columbia.

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Dec. 12.—A dual 
drowning accident occurred at Revelstoke 
on the Columbia River just before mid- 
night last night. E. S. Wilson, a miner, 
jumped into the river with suicidal ‘in- 
tent, about 11:30 o’clock. The rash act 
was witnessed by another man who in- 
stantly gave the alarm. No boats were 
near, so driftwood and logs were thrown 
to the drowning man. He refused assist- 
ance and made no attempt to save him- 
self. 

Seeing

to rescue him, but before he could reach 
him, Wilson had disappeared. Whalen 
then tried to return to shore, but by this 
time he had also got into the current 
and, becoming exhausted, disappeared be- 
fore assistance could be obtained.

A Great Northern Train Derailed by 
a Landslide. 

SEATTLE, Dec. 12.—Another wreck oc- 
curred on the Great Northern Railroad last 
night at Bell’s Mill, near Everet® The 
overland, due at Seattle at 10:35 o'clock 
p.m., was thrown from the track by a land- 
slide. Fireman Delis was fatally injured 
by hot water and steam. The engineer 
had a miraculous escape by jumping. The 
passengers were badly shaken up, but not 
one was injured. 

The engine went into the bay and was 


badly damaged, but the tender lays near 


the track. The passenger coaches did not 
leave the rails. The track had just been 
0 off from Monday night’s wreck and 
a train brought in the mail to Seattle this 
morning from che train wrecked last night.

The State Board of Equalization’s 
Annual Report.

SACRAMENTO; Dee. 18 State 
Board of Equalization bas made a report 
to Gov. Markham concerning its la- 
bors during the past year. Among other 
things the board says that the low prices 
realized from all kinds of farm produce 
have affected real estate values to an ex- 
tent and will no doubt be manifested in 
the assessment rolls for the ensuing year. 
The board explained why it reassessed the 
railroads. The report says: ) 

In regard to the re-assessment for 1887, 
the same original reason existed as for 
1886, the difference being that a judg- 
ment had been entered in the Superior 
Court declaring the former assessment, 
but the action was on appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. If the board did not assess 
at this time, the State would have to do 
without the use of the money for an in- 
definite period.“ 

Continuing, the report says: We have 
avoided haphazird, prejudiced and reck- 
less manner in which former assessments 
were made, but were not paid on account 
of their excessive and Opprers ve valua- 
tion, and the result is t vexed 
question and source of expensive, unprofit- 
able and unsuccessful litigation to the 
State has been disposed of and there has 
been or will be when the second install- 
ment due in April, 1899, is paid, the sum 
of $1,308,899 paid into the treasury of the 
State and various counties interested. This 
large sum, together with the taxes for the 
railroads for the year 1894 coming at a 
time of unusual financial stringency, has 
helped to lichten the burden of taxation 
very materially, and the fact that, out-

an Indian Murderer, 
Hanged by a Mob.

FORT JONES, Dec. 12.—William Dean, 
the Indian who murdered William. Bare- 
more at Happy Camp last Thursday, was 
brought here yesterday by Constable 
Dixon of Happy Camp on way to Yreka, 
where Dean had been committed to the 
County Jail to await trial before the Su- 
perior Gourt on a charge of murder. 

About 2 o’clock this morning about a 
dozen masked men went to the Fort Jones 
Hotel, where the Constable and Dean were 
staying and broke open the door of the 
room where the men were and demanded 
Dean. The Constable made an attempt 
to resiat, but he was soon overcome by the 
mob. which disarmed him and took Dean 
out of bed. They tied the prisoner hand 
and foot and, telling the Constable that 
if he made any disturbance they would 
kill him, they carried Dean about two 
hundred yards down the main street, 
where there was a derrick and fastened 
a rope around his neck and swung him 
up. The mob waited for a short while 
to make sure he was dead, then they 
quickly departed and disappeared and, 
this morning, when the citizens of Fort 
Jones got around, they saw a sight they 
will not soon forget. 

The dead body of Dean was swinging in 
the air and remained there until about 9 
o’clock, when it was cut down by the Cor- 
oner of the county. There is no clew to 
the mob, as the work was done in a quiet 
and determined manner and, as soon as it 
was over, tkcy disappeared, leaving no 
trage behind. This town was the home of 
Dean and he had a bad reputation and 
while the crime which he suffered for was 
not done here, the action of the mob has 
the approval of many law-abiding citizens. 
The verdict of the Coroner's jury this at-

Last night concluded the union ¢Van- 
gelistic meetings on the East Side, under | 
the leadership of Evangelist S. Hartwell 
Pratt.

It is possible for a man to lose his 
susceptibility to religious impression. A 
man may lose his susceptibility to the 
potency of medicine. So the soul may 
be similarly affected so that religious im- 
pressions have no effect. Oh, man, 
weep if this be your condition.” 

The sermon was quite solemn and im- 
pressive. Many rose, signifying tbeir con- 
viction. 

In the after meeting many testified to = 
the help received during the revival, and 
thus closed one of the most successful 
revivals ever held on the East Side, con- 
sidering the brief time it was held.

The 
morning service, after half an hour’s 
prayer meeting, was devoted to what Mr. 
Smith called a ministerial symposium,” 
by which he meant a meeting devoted to 
testtmonies from ministers of the gospel 
to the experience of holiness of heart.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.— The Interstate 
Commerce Commission in its eighth annual 
report to Congress says that the United 
States Supreme Court held in the case of 
the Commission against Brimson and 
others that Congress may employ any ap- 
propriate means, not forbidden by the 
Constitution, to carry into effect and ac- 
complish the objects of a power granted 
to it by the Constitution, and that the 
judiciary can only inquire whether the 
means devised by Congress are forbidden 


by the Constitution; that Congress has | 


plenary power, subject only to the limita- 
tions imposed by the fundamental law, to 
prescribe the rules by which commerce 
among the States is to be regulated; that 
the provision of the twelfth section of the 
act to regulate commerce, requiring the 
courts to use their process in aid of in- 
quiries before this commission, is con- 
stitutional and valid, and that a proceed- 
ing to compel the attendance and testi- 
mony of witness before the commission or 
to compel the production of books, docu- 
ments or rs, is a case of which, un- 
der the Constitution, a Federal Court may 
take cognizance; that failure to obey an 
order of the court requiring the giving 
of such testimony, or the production of 
documents before the commission, is prop- 
erly punishable by the court as for con- 
tempt thereof. 

The Supreme Court has also declared 
in the Town of Bristol case that railroad 
corporations are subject to legislative con- 
trol in all respects necessary to protect 
the public against danger, injustice and 
oppression, and that the State has power. 
to exercise this control through boards of 
commissioners. By a recent decision ren- 
dered in the United States Circuit Court 
for the Western District of Kansas, formal 
investigation and report by: them 
sion may be avolded in certain cases, and 
a proceeding may, upon request of the 
commission, be brought in court by the 
Attorney-General in the first instance. This 
is expected to obviate considerable delay 
and prove of great utility. Several de- 
cisions showing the conflict of judicial 
authorities upon the point whether there 
is or is not a Federal common law, and 
whether the act to regulate commerce con- 
stitutes the only legal restraint upon car- 
riers of interstate traffic, are reviewed in 
the report. 

The commission also calls attention to 
orders and opinions in relation to railway 
labor contests which have been partially 
based upon sections of the act to regulate 
commerce, and . That provisions in- 
tended to bring ut general interchange 
of traffie with connecting lines on equal 
terms, and to compel the prompt forward- 
ing of passengers and goods at reasonable 
rates, have been found so weak as to be 
incapable of forcing a railroad company to 
haul the loaded cant nf a connerting :car- 
rier at established local rates, and yet 
can be successfully gnvoked by_a railroad 
company to restrain its employees from ob- 
structing or in amy way interfering with 
the prompt forwardimg‘of interstate traffic

CRIMINAL AND CIVIL PROCEDURE. 
Considerable public discontent has been 
manifested, the report says, on account of 
non-enforcement of the penal provisions 
of the law, and thé expression of this feel- 
ing has included some thoughtless criti- 
cism of the commission. Whils it is the 
duty of the commission to make report to 
the Department of Justice of facts concern- 
ing alleged violations of the penal clauses 
of the act, this does not clothe the com- 
mission with detective or prosecuting func- 
tions; it is rather a result of the continuous 
investigation into transportation methods 
in which, under the statate, the commis- 
sion is engaged. Here the commission’s 
connection with the criminal side: .

„coming to its knowledge is all that this 


commission or any other bureau or tribu- 
nal not having the power to prosecute or 
condemn can do. 

It is the duty of shippers, railroad men 
and citizens generally to assist the gov- 
ernment in running down these violations 
of a statute designed to protect their in- 
terests. It is time to obliterate the wholly 
erroneous impression that giving such aid 
will make a man an informer, using the 
term in a reproachful sense. The carrier 
and the customhouse each render a pub- 
lic service and each collects a charge upon 
commerce, one aw a tax upon commerce 
and the other a tax upon its admission into 
the country, and the regulation and equal. 
application of either is a governmental 
function in which the whole public is vi- 
tally concerned. commission recom- 
mends that the carrying corporation be 
made indictable and subject to fine; that 
the provision in the law making the car- 
riers agents liable to fine and imprison- 


ing and kindred offenses. 

LONG AND SHORT-HAUL CLAUSE. 

The Summerville (S. C.) case is stated to 
illustrate the principal difficulties sur- 
rounding the administration of this clause. 
Correction of methods of rate-making 
which tend to encourage business monop- 
oly is a leading object of the act. and the 
commission by its construction of the law, 
and especially the fourth section, en- 
deavors to accomplish this object. The 
true interest of the carriers would be ad- 
vanced if they should strive to promote 
this purpose of the law. In 80 far as the 
competition of carriers promotes the wel- 
fare of persons and places without undue 
injury to others, it should be encouraged, 
but when such competition plainly operates 
to destroy or prevent the growth of one 
town and build up another, it should be 
justly regulated. Due ance of the 
fourth section will largely accomplish both 
purposes. 

SOUTHERN FREIGHT WAR. 

At no time since the act went into ef- 
fect has there been greater disorganization 
of rates in any section than that which 
1 in Southern territories during 

une and July cf the present year. Dur- 
ing the reduction period “rates in the 
South were fixed according to no coherent 
plan, and grossly discriminating charges 
were collected at non-competitive points 
on almost every Southern road. This rate 
was an ill-considered and costly effort to 
punish one or two competing carriers; it 
changed nothing; taught no lessons which 
had not been learned ; brought about 
no guarantee of futur observance of 
the cut was de- 
signed to injure, and merely resulted in 
restoring the old rate situation. The sit- 
uation calls for statutory remedy and the 
commission renews its former recommenda- 
tion for an amendment which will enable

FORM, CONTENTS AND PUBLICATION 
OF RATE SCHEDULSS. 

By an order issued in September car- 
riers were required to comply géuerany 
with rules laid down in a pampniet issued 
in December, 1891; to show distinctly upon 
all future joint tariffs and upon amend- 
ments or supplements to existing joint 
tariffs, the names of the carriers parties 
thereto, and parties to a joint tariff filed 
and published by another carrier were l- 
rected to file with the commission a state- 
ment showing their acceptance of and con- 
currence therein. The failure of many 
carriers to post their tariffs, as required 
by law, is mentioned, and stated to be in 
clear violation of plain requirements of 
the statute. 

CLASSIFICATION OF FREIGHTS. 

The consolldations of classifications 
which have been attained mark our prog- 
ress toward that harmonious railroad 
operation: which is so desirable for the 
public interest. It is now necessary to 
provide a N classification = “ro 
ties for the whole -country... The advance 
already made 8 demon- 
strates that this is entirely practicable; 
it only involvesa. ti of the work 
upon the line of rendering individual in- 
terest subservient to the general welfare. 
Much of the’ failure to secure material 
progress in this work is due to the fact 
that the three classifications now in use 
bave been separately developed by asso- 
ciated Mnes operating in sections where 
the classifications respectively apply. 

Uniform classification depends upon the 
passage of a statute requiring its accom- 
plishment. But mere unification of \exist- 
ing classifications will not prove suffisient. 
The regulating authority charged with 
the direct or alternative duty of making 
such a classification should also be author- 
ized to amend it from time to time as 
may ‘become necessary. A year 
passed since the last report to Congress 
on this question, and although it was then 
recommended that the carriers be allowed 
a year to agree upon a uniform classifi- 
cation, they failed to take any steps or 
make any progress in that direction. The 
commission, therefore, feels justified in 
recommending, as was required by the 
House resolution passed in September, 
1888, that this commission be directed to 
make and prescribe, prior to July 1, 1896, 
a uniform classification of freights. for the 


—wse and guiuance of the railroads of the 


United States, and that, in addition, the 
commission da directed to amend such 
classification: fF Ore time to time thereafter 
as may, after, janestigation, appear neces- 
sary. Suitable penalties for failure of ¢ar- 
riers to conform to such classification 
should also be provided.“ 


TRANSPORTATION AND CARRIERS 
SUBJECT TO THB STATUTE. 

The commission has held, and the ruling 
is clearly sustained by the courts, that 
the fact of continuous transportation of 
through shipments over connecting rcads 
is sufficient evidence of an arrangement 
for its performance. The application of 
the interstate commerce act cannot be 
made to depend upon the carriers’ methods 
of conducting transportation; it is the 
transportation itself which letermines the 
relations of the carriers to the law. Every 
common carrier engaged in the transpor- 
tation of traffic which is not wholly within 
a single State, or is not wholly by water, 
from the point of shipment to the point 
of destination, is subject to the statute. 
RELATION OF RAILROAD RECEIVERS 

TO THE LAW. 

The attitude of a reveiver to the law is 
precisely that of corporations whose affairs 
have not been takem possession. of by the 
court. The mere fact of sequestration of 
property and appointment of:receivers for 
the benefit of the creditors does not ex- 


regulations which the statutes may. pre- 
scribe for such business. 
OVERCHARGES AND UNDERCHARGES. 

That branch of the railroad service which 
pertains to shipping, billing, and the 
statement, collection and correction of 
charges is, especially as to traffic over 
connecting roads, conducted with so much 
uncertainty, and is so lackiag in system 
and regularity as to justify charges of 
gross carelessness and frequent disregard 
of the property rights of the shipping pub- 
Whatever the specific cause may be, 
the occurrence of overcharges is usually 
ascribed to inadvertence, insufficient in- 
formation, or failure of some official to 
perform his duty, in short to either.the 
ignorance or error of railway agents. In 
connection with these excu it is asserted 
that claims for overcharges are promptly 
adjusted; but the files of the commission 
teem with complaints of delays by car- 
riers in the settlement of overcharges 
whith, in the nature of things, could not 
have been necessary. Instances of disal- 
lowance by carriers of claims just upon 
their faeé-dré not wanting. 

Carriers should employ competent 


entx. K informed, and.-invest 
Wen correct prrors. 
The commission advises a fo of amend- 
ment to cover these evils and requests its 
passage. Shippers, consignees, and rail- 
road officials are also invited by the com- 


mission to apply to it by letter or telezram, 


for information as to rates actually in 
force. which will be promptly rendered. 
This invitation, if generally accepted, will 
serve to prevent over and undercharges 
in some measure, but the commission is 
convinced that the only effective way to 
remedy these evils is by specific legis- 
lation. 


CHANGES IN TRANSPORTATION 
CHARGES. 

Important and far-reaching reductions 
are often made by placing commodities 
in a lower class of the classification. The 
proportion of articles carried at less than 
carload rates under the official classifica- 
tion in 1887 was 55.07 per cent., and those 
charged carload rates was 44.93 pen cent., 
while now 88.45 per cent, take 1 than 
carload rating and 61.55 per cent. have 
carload rates. This variation of 17 per 
cent. embraces many important changes. 
If the average receipts per mile on passen- 
ger and freight business in 1888 had been 
charged on the volume of traffic carried 
during the succeeding five years, the pub- 
lic would in that case have paid $525,- 
459.587 more than was actually charged 
during that period. This indicates the 
great. bearing which largely increased vol- 
ume of traffic has upon railway rates. 
Whether there would have been any reduc- 
tion in rates if the traffic from 1889 to 1893 
had remained as small as it was.in 1888 
the. commission cannot’ tBdertake to say. 
The average freight rate per ton per mile 
in 1888 was 1.001 cents, ile for the year 
ending June 30, 1894, is was 866 cents. 
THROUGH ROUTES AND THROUGH 

RATES. 

The through-routes and through-rates 
provision of the law is practically inopera- 
tive on account of the limited meaning 
which has been given to its language by 
the courts, and the fact that the statute 
does not provide means by which a rea- 
sonable joint rate can be required and 
established. The statute should de 
amended in several important pacticulars, 
but the failure of this clause to operate 
in accordance with the legislative will is 
one of the most embarfassing of all of 
the discovered defects in the scheme of 
railway regulation. 

Joint rates over connecting. roads are no 
longer &-pubijt convenlence which the car- 
riers are only-ahje to.afford through great 
economies in operation and because of very 
considerable offerings of traffic; they have 
become a commercial necessity which, as 
a rule, the carriers find no difficulty in 
supplying at will with reasonable certainty 
of profit from rates duly adjusted to the 
places they serve. Neither is the joint 
rate of two carriers to be regarded in 
any sense as exceptional to the general 
method of rate-making employed by in- 
dividual carriers. If, therefore, the joint 
through rate is an easily supplied com-

no valid objection to vesting the regulat- 
ing authority with power to order through 
routes and through rates which connect- 
ing refuse to provide, but which 
appear to the commission to be reason- 
able, necossary for the public welfare, and 
not injurious to any interest of the ear- 
riérs which should be protected. 

This power to establish through routes 
and regulate through rates has been exer- 
cised by the English Commission for years. 
The absence of such a remedy entails upon 
trade and carrying interests yearly dam- 
age to the amount of many millions of 
dollars. The fact that needed through- 
rating facilities can be denied with im- 
punity in a single instance would be suffi- 
cient reason for Congressional action, s0 
large is the amount of current railway 
business; and when the entire traffic con- 
ducted over nearly half the world’s rail- 
way mileage is subject to such denial of 
continuous transportation at through 
joint rates without any effective legal rem- 
edy, the necessity for an amendment oi 
the regulating statute in this regard be- 
comes imperative. The commission renews 
the recommendation for amendment of 
this clause set forth in its last report. 


POOLING OF FREIGHTS AND DIVISION 
OF BARNINGS. 


It may be conceded that much of the 
effort now being made to remove the pro- 


by the diminution of railway revenue 
caused by open and secret cutting of com- 
petitive rates, and it is also generally be- 
lieved that a restraint upon competition 
which will prevent rate-cutting is neces- 
sary to the successful operation of the 
law; but there is the widest difference of 
opinion as to the means to be employed, 
It the dotrimental features of the trust 
cannot be eliminated from the pooling 
proposition it should be discarded; but if 
this can be accomplished, consideration of 
the plan merely because unregulated pool- 
ing would be objectionable should not be 
refused. But a safe plan of conditional 
pooling is not sufficient for present needs. 
Though such a plan may appear to be a 
remedy for many abuses, there are others 
equally grave, which cannot be cured 
without further specific legislation. The 
pooling proposition would receive little 
countenance if civil and criminal viola- 
tions of the law were not so numerous. 
The prevention of these violations must 
be the specific object of any amendment. 
Adherence to the pooling agreements by 
the carriers parties thereto cannot be as- 
sumed. 

Rates established under pooling con- 
tracts would not be in effect at numerous 
Places which are competing for trade with 
ldcalities where the pooling rates would 
be in effect; and thus, by operation of the 
proposed law, one set of rates would be 
made by individual carriers, while control 
of the other set would be legally exercised 
by or through the pool. It seems clear to 
us that points not covered by the pooling 
contract should receive as ample protec- 
tion in conditional pooling legislation as 
those which may be directly affected by 
the pool, and that any additional author- 
ity which may be conferred upon this 
commission to annul or modify the pool- 
ing contract, and control rates or facili- 
ties maintained under or affected by the 
pooling contract, should also extend to 
rates and facilities which are not main- 
tained under or directly affected by the 
contract. The report adds: 

“Before concluding this article we 
sire to call attention to the claim of pool- 
ing advocates that the pooling contracts 


Jean have no effect upon competitive rates 


except to promote their maintenance and 
observance. We do not think this a sound 
proposition. A common agreement as to 
rates and their observance is necessary to 
the successful operation of the pool. It is 
beside the question to say that through- 
out the old pooling territories competi- 
tive rates have been agreed upon by the 
carriers since pooling was prohibited. Con- 
tinuance of rates in force has nevertheless 
deen voluntary, while under these con- 
tracts established rates would be kept in 
effect until the parties thereto agree upon 
a chatige; and it is plain, moreover, that 
a substantial advantage accrues from an 
arrangement for a division of earnings 
which would make a carrier willing to 
keep rates in force that without it would 
be reduced. P 

“The effect of a legalized pooling: con- 
tract upon rates would be, therefore, to 
require the parties to agree while now 
they only do so voluntarily. The extraor- 
dinary and forceful powers of any com- 
bination of persons over those of an in- 
dividual are to be continually borne in 
mind at every point in the formulation 
of any bill on this subject; and it is folly 
to suppose that a combination of carriers 
would not, in the absence of legislative 
restrictions, have immensely greater 
power over rates than those possessed by 
individual carriers, or that such power 
would not be exercised in the direction of 
higher rates if it should appear that the 
private interests of the carriers would be 
served by such action. We submit for the 
consideration of Congress that pooling 
without other remedia) legislation is unad- 
visable. Pooling under conditions to be 
approved by the commission and rendered 
capable of easy and direct regulation, with 
accompanying effective remedial legisla- 
tion, we believe might safely be tried. 
Amendments recommended to Congress in 
this and former reports should be adopted.

THE GREAT.STRIKE OF 1894. 

Under this head the commission states 
its reasons for not entering upon an in- 
vestigation during the pendency of the 
contest. The controversy included matters 
outside of the commission’s jurisdiction 
and, besides, it seemed likely in the ab- 
sence of express direction by Congress, 
through resolution or otherwise, that the 
investigation would be resisted by one side 
or the other, and, perhaps, both; and this 
consideration was given additional force 
by the fact that Congress was then in ses- 
sion. Another deterring reason was the 
law of October 1, 1888, which provides for 
the appointment of a Strike Commission“ 
by the President. While these facts 
seemed controlling, at the time, the com- 
mission says that under a recurrence of 
similar conditions it might feel called 
upon to attempt an investigation. 

Without making any specific recom- 
mendation the commission, having the 
care of public interests, believes that when 
railway labor contests take place the 
tribunal charged with the duty of railway 
regulation should have express statutory 
powers to investigate the acts of all par- 
ties and not be restricted to inquiring into 
methods of carriers alone. The familiar- 
ity with railway methods and require- 
ments and with the risks and needs of 
railway labor, acquired by the commission 
through the exercise of its functions would 
be a material aid in investigation of labor 
contests on railways, and such inquiries, 
though directly authorized by statute, need 
not interfere with investigations by other 
bodies which have for their object the 
settlement of the immediate controversy. 
It is suggested that the commission should 
have authority to enter upon immediate

Twelfth—That Sec. 20 of the act be 
amended so as to fix the time within which 
carriers, corporations, companies or per- 
sons subject to its provisions shall make 
and file annual reports with the commis- 
sion, and a money penalty for failure to 
file such report within the time prescribed, 
and also for the enforcement and collec- 
tion of such penalty; that this section be 
further amended so as to require such 


officer therein specially authorized to ad- 
minister such oath, and that any persen 
making oath to any false statement in 
any such report shall be liable to indict- 
ment and conviction for perjury. The

Ira Marlatt Stabs a Prisoner and 
Breaks for Freedom.

COLUMBUS, (O.,) Dec. 12.—Ira Marlatt, 
an insane murderer, serving a life-sentence 
in the penitentiary, went on the warpath 
and created consternation among the offi- 
cers and 2100 convicts. Marlatt has been 
locked in a cell in the insane department 
for more than a year, as his passion for 
killing people was well known to the offi- 


cers. 

Last night, when a prisoner went to 
change some articles in his cell, Marlatt 
stabbed him with a knife and made a 
dash for freedom. He started for the dep- 
uty warden’s office at the opposite side of 
the grounds and a prisoner who attempted 
to stop him had his head cut open with a 
brick. The maniac plunged into the dep- 
uty’s office and commenced slashing right 
and left at the four men in the room, 
catching Guard Rees on the hand with his 
knife and inflicting an ugly wound. It 
took the united efforts of six men armed 
with clubs and chairs to overpower the 
man, and they were compelled to liter- 
ally beat him into submission.

From the Directions He Gave the 


“ Detectives Easily Found 
the Money. 


Full Confession of the Rancher as 
Secured the District Attor- 
ompson Disposed 
to Plead Guilty. 


When the 1:48 train from the narth ar- 
Mved at the Arcade Depot yesterday after- 
noon Southern Pacific Detective M. T. 


Bowler alighted from the smoking car. 
In one hand the officer carried a dusty- 
looking gunny-sack, which evidently con- 


tained some heavy substance. He walked 
directly to the Wells-Fargo depot office 
and; after entering an inner apartment, 
deposited his burden on the counter. 

The bag contained 584 shining Mexican 
dollars, which was a portion of the booty 
secured by Alva Johnson and Kid“ 
Thompson at the last Roscoe train-robbery, 
Tuesday afternoon Johnson, who has been 
confined at the County Jail for over a 
month, pending trial on the charge of hav- 
ing held-up trains at Roscce, announced 
his intention of making a confession. Upon 
taken to the District Attorney’s 
Office, Tuesday afternoon, in the presence 
of a number of officers, he made a clean 
breast of the whole matter, admitting that 
he and Thompson committe! both robber- 
jes unaided and alone. He told where the 
remainder of the money might be found 
and, following his dircctions, Detectives 
M. T. Bowler, Will Smith, and A. B. 
Lawson went up the Big Tejunga Canyon 
to the Johnson ranch and dug up the sil- 
ver. The money had been buried beside 
a flat stone near John zon's house. 

Had it not been for Thompson's tattling 
tongue, it is very doubtful whether the 
perpetrators of the two robberies would 
ever have been brought to justice. For 
several years past Johnson, who belongs 
to a Quaker settlement up in the Tejunga 
region. has kept a feed corral at the corner 
of Franklin street and Broadway in this 
city. He was always looked upon as an 
honest man, who would not commit crime 
wilfully. When the first Roscoe robbery 
occurred the officers had reason to suspect 
some of the Tejunga ranchers of complic- 
ity in the affair, as many suspicious cir- 
cumstances existed, which indicated that 
the desperadoes had taken flight in the 
direction of the mountains. Jobnsen was 
arrested finally, but he managed to make 
out a good defense at the preliminary ex- 
amination, and a discharge followed. Then 
Fit mons, Comstock and Thorne were 
subjected to the same course of treatment. 
The latter, however, were obliged to stand 
trial, and were found not guilty. 

While Thompson, who had not prev- 
fously been drawn into the trouble, was 
on his way down to Johnson’s ranch, after 
matters had quieted down again, he met 
a man named Etzler and confided to bim 
the story of the train robberies. He per- 
suaded Etzler to go with him to Arizona 
and then the two received some of the 
Mexican money taken from the train at 
Roscoe in February. Johnson shipped it 
to them and they disposed of it to China- 
but he 

me conscience-stricken in the crurse 
of time and gave the whole thing cway. 
Upon his sworn statement that Thompson 
and Johnson had admitted that they com- 
mitted the robberies, the ‘inal arrests 
were made. Etzler repeated his damagir 
testimony at the preliminary examination, 
and a strong case was made out against 
the defendants, both being, held to an- 
swer. The men who held up the trains 
could hardly expect leniency at the hands 
of a jury, when the fact was known that 
two lives were lost by the wrecking of 
the train at the time of the last rubbery. 
Hence it would seem but little vonder 
that any man should hesitate before con- 
fessing his guilt of the crime and so place 
his neck in the hangman’s walter.

After Johnson had made a confession, 
Thompson manifested a desire to also cn- 
ter a plea of guilty to the charges against 
him, and according to time set the two 
defendants were brought into Department 
One, yesterday morning. The Jistrict At- 
torney,. however, desired that the niatter 
go over until this morning and by consent 
the order was made allowing tbe contin- 


uance. 

H. H. Appel, Esq., one of the attorneys 
for the defense, stated to the court that 
in view of what had transpired, be and 
his colleague, had they known of it sooner, 
would have severed their connection with 
the case. Inasmuch as they had not been 
however, al- 
though they had conducted all proceed- 
ings had previously, they would continue 
to look after the interests of the men in 
spite of the fact that business relations 
had ceased.

JOHNSON’S STORY. 


He Gives the Details of the Two 
Robberies. 

The confession made dy Johnson, in 
the course of which the details of the 
two Roscoe robberies were narrated, cov- 
ered the whole ground gone over at the 
preliminary examination, no point being 
overlooked by the Tejunga train-wrecker. 
The man's story, as told in the presence 
of witnesses, is fn substance as follows: 

LAYING THE FOUNDATION. 

“During October of 1893 Thompson called 
at my corral at the corner of Franlin street 
and Broadway. He wanted work and I em- 
ployed him. He joinea the Salvation 
Army and spent a great deal of time at 
the ‘barracks, as I did also. After be had 
been working three or four weeks he 
learned of my financial trouble and pro- 

that we rob a bank at Pasadena. I 
made objection to that and then it was 


concluded that we should try to rob a 


store. Things did not turn out as we ex- 
pected, and Thompson, knowing my antip- 
athy for the railroad company, began to 
talk about robbing a train. lie would read 
to me all about train robberfes—a lot of 
dime novel stuff. He first prc posed to take 
in two other people, but ( objected, telling 
him that I did not want any schema of 
that kind. We then concluded that ve 
would do it alone. é’ 


THE FIRST ROBBERY. — 
“Several days previous to the date of 


the first hold-up at Roscoe we went to the 


Arcade Depot several times and made ob- 
servations as to Wells-Fargo's business, 
particularly as to the shipping of money 
and other such details. Thompson soon 
Started to make bombs. He made the 


bombs by filling long tin cans with giant 


powder, coiling a portion of the fuse used 
inside the can and allowing a portion to 
protrude, upon which he fixed a cap. 
“On December 23, 1593, 
e to go to the Arcade Depot to get 
y of things before the train left. In 
some manner he was delayed. According 
to agreement, I took two saddie-horses. 
riding one and carrying my rifle on the 
same, On the other I placea the bombs. 
Upon reaching Roscoe, I hitched the horses 
to a tree about one hundred yards from 
the switch, and, according to progfamme 
lit a small fite,. which was to be the signal 
for Thompson to stop, the ‘train. Thomp-

to his shots I fired my Winchester. The 
train was brought to a standstill and I 
then joined Thompson. It had bea pre- 
viously arranged that I was simply to be 
his body-guard—that he was to do all of 
the engineering of the robbery. We com- 
manded the engineer and fireman to get 
down, and then walked them back to 
Wells-Fargo’s car. Thompson placed a 
bomb on the outside of the car door and 
requested the engineer to ignite it. For 
some reason he could not manage it and 
I lit it myself. * Thompson called cut to 
the messenger to open the door or that 
he'd blow the d—n car up. The messen- 
ger opened the door and Thompson climbed 
inside. The fireman and engineer followed 
and I also entered the car. I walked from 
one side to the other of the car, shooting 
down the train to keep any one from 
coming out of the cars and surprising us. 

GOT BUT LITTLE MONBY. ‘ 


“The messenger gave Thompson what 
money was in the car, and I remember the 
messenger telling Thompson that a pack- 
age of letters he held in his hands were of 
no value. We walked the inessenger, en- 
gineer and fireman. down the irack some 
distance and, after leaving them, returned 
to our horses, which we mounted and rode 
into town, crossing the bridge at Buena 
Vista street. As we hated my corral at 
Broadway and Franklin streets, we looked 
into it to see if any one was there, and 
then rode down Second street to Spring 
street, down Spring to Franklin, and up 
Franklin to the corral. As we got but 
very little money in this r obbery. Thomp- 
son said that the messenger must have 
hidden some of it. 


THE SECOND HOLD-UP. 


On the date of the last robbery, I came 
into town from my ranch in the Tejunga 
in a spring wagon, in which I had a crate 
of turkeys, which I sold in town. On the 
evening of the same day we, Thompson 
and I, left town in the spring-wagon, 
passed through Cahuenga Pass, and 
stopped at Roscoe switch. Midway be- 
tween Roscoe and the Cahuenga Pass we 
hid the crate and a piece of canvas be- 
neath a bridge. At Roscoe we unhitched 
the horses from the wagon and tied them 
first to the tail-board. As they were some- 
what restless we afterward hitched them 
to a tree. When we thought that the 
train was about due we hitched the horses 
to the wagon. When the train was about 
a quarter of a mile away, Thompson broke 
the switch-lock and threw it away, and I 
stood by the switch and signalled with a 
torch to the engineer to stop. As the train 
showed no signs of slowing up, Thompson 
fired a shot and the engineer left the 
throttle. Thompson, seeing that the train 
was going to dash by, threw the switch 
and the wreck occurred. We then ran 
around the train and approached the en- 
gine. Thompson told me that there was 
a man caught in the wreck. I said, ‘My 
God, let’s leave’ and started toward the 
team. Thompson said ‘No, d——n 
them, we have got them now,’ or words 
to that effect. He then placed the bomb 
on the sill of the express car door and 
blew a hole in it. As the hole was not 
large enough for us to crawl through, we 
called to the messenger to come out. 
Thompson told the messenger that if he 
found another man in the car that he 
would kill him (the m nger.) We then 
entered the car and the messenger opened 
the safes. 

“When Thompson looked into the safes 
he remarked: ‘By h—l, we've got it this 
time.’ I was going to carry the money 
to our wagon but Thompson said ‘No, let 
them carry it.’ The messenger and the 
other men carried the money to within 
a few yards of the wagon when we took 
it from them and placed it in the wagon 
and drove off. 

Between Roscoe and where we had left 
the crate I took off the tags from the 
packages and threw them away. Upon 
arriving at the piace where we left the 
crate we placed it in the wagon, and cov- 
ered the whole with the canvas, making 
it look like a milk-wagon. Upon reaching 
town we drove through the streets for 
some time and then started for my ranch. 
Upon reaching the middle of the bridge 
that crosses the Arroyo Seco we met five 
armed officers. They were not in uniform. 
One of them grasped the horses by the 
bridles, while the others called out to 
know who we were and where we were 
going. I was driving, but had a pistol 
in my hand, while Thompson had the Win- 
chester rifle between his legs, cocked. He 
said, when were were stopped, ‘I am going 


-to shoot the s——-b——.,’ but I grasped the 


rifle under the lap-robe and called out to 
the officers, ‘What do you want?’ One of 
the officers-asked, ‘Is that a milk-wagon? 
you can go on, but look out for train 
robbers.’ 

THOMPSON SAID ADIOS. 


“As we drove away Thompson turned 
around and called to them ‘adios.’ Up to 
this time we thought that the money was 
gold. I put all of the money into one 
sack, and, placing our masks and hats in 
another, threw them into the river. When 
we crossed the bridge at Arroyo Seco it 
was about 4 o'clock. About 100 yards 
from my house I threw the money into 
the brush alongside of the road. drove to 
the house, put my horses in the statile 
and slept in the barn. I think- that the 
money we got amounted to about $1165 in 
Mexican money, and about $45 in gold. 
Thompson wanted me to give him the 
Mexican money, but I was afraid to, as he 
‘wapted to sell it to Chinamen in Los 
Angeles. Shortly after this he went to 
visit his parents in Dakota. 

Hearing of my arrest and discharge at 
the former preliminary examination, he

concluded that it would be wafe for him to 
return.

and demanded 600 of the Mexican dollars. 
I told him that it would be unsafe for me 
to give him the coin, but that if he would 
go to some other country that I would 
send it to him. He went away and later 
wrote me to send the money to Phoenix, 
and afterward to Tempe. I carried 600 
of the Mexican doflars to town and placed 
them in a box that had originally con- 
tained soap, placed the box in a sack, and 
boarded a train for Pasadena. On the 
train I saw two gentlemen that I knew, 
and being afraid that they would see the 
sack, took it into the baggage car and 
remained there until Pasadena was 
While in the baggage car at 
Pasadena, waiting for all of the passengers 
to get off, the conductor came in and 
asked what I had in the sack. I told 
him not to mind that; I would take care 
of it all right. Placing it under my coat 
I started down the street. I did not know 
where the express office was, and I was 
afraid to ask any one. Finally I did ask 
a stranger and he directed me to the place. 

“The express company charged me 
for sending the box. I addressed it to W. 
8. Parker, Tempe, Ariz. While in Los 
Angeles the same day I had written a let- 
ter to Thompson, telling him that I had 
sent the box. I signed this letter ‘Miss 
Hart.’ The letter that was exhibited dur- 
ing the preliminary examination was the

I am the man who made the 
remark when we entered the express car 
the last time that I was sorry for the poor 
fireman, and that I had been led into the 
scheme. I wish that I had never had any- 
thing to do with it.“

UNSOUND MIND. 


Mrs. Pratt was Mentally 
Incompetent. 


Judge Clark Decides the Will Case in 
Favor of the Con- 
testants. 


The Legal Points Involved Set Out 


at Length in a Written Opin- 
ion—The Various Au- 
thorities Cited. 


In the Probate Court yesterday Judge 


Clark rendered his decision upon the mo- 


tion for judgment on the verdict of the 


jury in the Pratt will contest, ordering 
that judgment be entered for the contest- 


ants, for the reasons stated in the fol- 
lowing written opinion: 

“Two instruments, the one bearing date 
April 28, 1881, and the other bearing 
date June 3, 1885, were offered for probate 
as the will of deceased and a _ codicil 
thereto. The probate thereof was con- 
tested and opposed by a daughter of de- 
ceased and two grandchildren, the children 
ot a deceased son. A jury trial was de- 
manded and had, the verdict of the jury 
was a special verdict as required by sec. 
1314, C.C.P., which réads: ‘The jury 
after. hearing the case must return a 
special verdict upon the issues submitted 
to them by the court, upon which the 
judgment of the court must be rendered 
either admitting the will to probate or 
rejecting it.’ 

“Upon the rendition of the verdict it 
Was entered in the minutes of the court 
and an order made reserving the case for 
argument and further consideration, pur- 
Suant to the provisions of see. 628, C. C. P. 

“Both contestants and proponents now 
Move for judgment upon the verdict; the 
former for an order or judgment denying 
the probate of said instruments; and the 
latter for an order or judgment admitting 
the same to probate. 

“The verdict is in the form of thirty- 
seven issues of fact found, and it may be 
summarized as follows, viz: The jury 
neither instrument was signed, published 
or attested in the manner and form re- 
quired by sec. 1276 of the Civil Code; that 
the instrument of date April 28, 1881, as 
presented is entirely in the handwriting 
of the deceased, including the date and 
signature, but it was altered by removing 
certain paragraphs and inserting others 
which are specified; that the paragraphs 
or clauses so inserted are in the hand- 
writing of the deceased; that such re- 
movals and insertions were made by the 
deceased; that they were not made with 
an intent to revoke the will, and were 
made prior to June 3, 1885; that in the 
year 1884 deceased made a will containing 
a clause expressly revoking all prior wills 
by her made; that the instrument of date 
June 3, 1885, including the date and signa- 
ture is entirely in the handwriting of the 
deceased; that its execution was not ob- 
tained through the fraud, or undue in- 
fluence of John Mansfield, Anah E. Mans- 
field, and Louisa G. Cross, or either of 
them; that the deceased attached this last 
mentioned instrument to the instrument 
of April 28, 1881, with an intent to make 
the same her will, inclosed the instru- 
ments in a sealed envelope, indorsed upon 
the envelope in her own handwriting the 
words: My last will and testament. An- 
nie A. Pratt. May, 86,“ delivered the 
envelope and its inclosures to John Mans- 
field, and he delivered the same to this 
court for probate in the same condition as 
when received by him; that at the time 
of the execution of the instrument of June 
3, 1885, the codicil] so-called «nd at the 
time of the delivery of the envelope and 
its inclosures to John Mansfield, the de- 
ceased was of unsound mind. 

“The counsel for the proponents urge 
that the findings of the jury upon the 
issues bearing upon the revocation of the 
will of 1881 by the will of 1884, and the 
finding that on June 2, 1885, the de- 
ceased was of unsound mind, should be 
disregarded. They contend that the issue 
numbered interrogatory No. 29 should not 
have been submitted to the jury in the 
form in which it was submitted, that is: 
“Was the deceased, Annie A. tt, on 
June 3, 1885, of a sound mind?” to which 
the jury considered no; but that the 
jury should have found the facts, leaving 
it to the court to determine whether she 
was mentally competent. They say that a 
finding that a -testatrix was of unsound 
mind is inconclusive; that her mind might 
be unsound, non constat she might possess 


“This argument is, I think, without 
erit. In the case of Clements vs. Me- 
un (33 Pac. Rep. 920) the question of the 
mental capacity of the testator was sub- 
mitted to the jury in the same form as 


a disposing mind. 


in the case at bar, and the same answer 


returned. In the Supreme Court it was 
urged that on behalf of appellants that 
the issue, in that form, did not present a 
question or finding of fact, but a conclusion 
of law only. That court, however, held 
that in the law of wills the terms ‘scund 
mind‘ and‘ disposing mind’ were synony- 
eer In the opinion it is said that ‘the

term sound mind as applied to the condi- 
tion or status of a testator was a fa 
It was, for the purpose of the case, an 
ultimate fact, in the establishment of which 
the physical condition of the party, his 
acts and conduct, were the probative facts. 
According to the finding of the jury the 
tstator was not of sound mind at the date 
of the execution of the will; in other 
words, he was of unsound mind. ‘A per- 
son of unsound mind is an adult who. 
from infirmity of mind, is incapable of 
managing himself or his affairs. The 
term therefore includes insane persons, 
idiots and imbeciles.’ (Black Law Dict.) 
Jenkins vs. Jenkins, heirs, 2 Dana 103.) 
It is the possession of a sound mind which 
is one of the requisites to capacity to 
make a will (C. C. 1270.) The terms ‘dis- 
posing capacity of the mind’ the alterna- 
tive or synonymous phrases in the law of 
wills for ‘sound mind’ and testamentary 
capacity.’ (Black Law Dict.) The expree- 
sion ‘unsound mind’ equally stands for and 
includes the want of a disposing mind or 
testamentary capacity.“

The results of the city election were 
officially declared by the City Coun-il yes- 
terday. A final ordinance was passed 
abandoning Figueroa street, between Sixth 
and „ excepting the portion between 
Nigth and Tenth, A quantity of routine 
Ddasiness was also of by the 
Council. The Fire Commission held an 
unimportant meeting. The annual report 
of the librarian of the Public Library was 
approved at a special meeting of the 
library board. 

‘At the Courthouse the Ashworth mur- 
der trial continued, the defendant taking 
the stand in his own behalf and trying to 
make out a case of self-defense.

The City Council. 
COUNT ~DECLARED — FIG- 
_UEROA STREET ABANDONED. 
The City Council yesterday took up the 
matter of the canvass of the vote of the 
recent city election, and proceeded to order 
certificates of @lection issued to the sev- 
eral successful candidates, such candi- 
detes being the same as already published. 
The, demands were approved, except four 
for teaming done for the street department 
in October, which were: A. Wilson, $91: 
Frank Ricard, $94.50; W. Lester, $91, and 
Oristida Vieux, $94.50. 
TM was stated that these demands were 
in exeess of the amount allowed by ordi- 
mance, and had been laid over from Octo- 
ber with the understanding that the pay- 
roli for November should be sufficiently 
less so that these demands could be in- 
cluded with it and the sum still be within 
the allowance. This had not been done. 
President Teed stated he did not pro- 
pose to vote for demands used for elec- 
‘ton, referr ck to Fi — 
nance Com 
Councilman Strohm moved that the 
Street Superintendent be directed to place 
cross walks at the following street inter- 
sections: Seventh and Wall (two cross- 
ings,) St. Julian and Eighth, Wolfskill ave- 
nue and Third (two crossings.) Referred 
to the Board of Public Works 
‘Councilman Innes moved that the Street 
Superintendent be directed to place a 
crosswalk at Temple and Victor streets. 
Referred to the Board of Public Works. 
The City Attorney reported as follows: 
‘As directed by you I have prepared and 
herewith present an ordinance authorizing 
the property-owners to improve a portion 
of Twenty-seventh street by private con- 
tract.“ Adopted. 
In the matter of the issuing of bonds 
for the several public improvements con- 
tem „such as the building of school- 
: , the enlargement of the parks, the 
making of a tunnel in Third street, and 
the acquisition of property for works, 
I desire to again call your attention to the 
fact that before the question of issuing, 
such bonds is submitted to the people you 
must adopt plans and estimates made by 
competent engineers and architects. It is 
do this at once.” Re- 
© a special committee consisting of 
Counciimen Innes, Pessell and Rhodes. 
I present herewith a deed from Ira W. 
Phelps .and ‘wife to the city giving certain 
land for the extension of Arnold street, 
and ee that same be accented.” 


“In the matter of the suit brought b 
Alfred Sanches vs. the City and others 
to quiet title to a piece of land which is 
now a part of the Childs tract, I have ex- 
amined the abstract of title, and would 
recommend that the city disclaim all in- 
terest in the property subject to its rights 
for streets, ‘alleys and rights-of-way for 
zanjas.’* Adopted. 

“In regard to the communication of the 
sureties of L. E. Hewlett upon his con- 
tract for sweeping streets, giving notice 
that they ‘wish to withdraw from such 
bond, I report that they cannot so with- 
draw without your consent. The bond 
Was given.to secure the full performance 
of the contract, and they can be so held 
unless to release them.“ 

olerk stated that the attorney for 
Mr. Hewlett had called at his office. and 
asked to withdraw the demands as pre- 
sented for the November sweeping, and 
had stated that a clause of the contract 
for the work provided that the decision of 
the Street Superintendent in accepting 
the work would be final, and, inasmuch 
as the Street Superintendent had approved 
the demands in question, the Council had 
It 
had, therefore, been determined to bring 
suit against the city, and for that purpose 
it was desired to withdraw the demands. 
The withdrawal of the demands as asked 
for had, however, the clerk said, not been 
allowed. The matter was referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

“In regard to your inquiry as to whether 
the City Clerk is required by law to send 
sample ballots to the voters for the com- 
ing bond election, I reply: Sec. 1194 of 
the Political Code as amended in 1893 re- 
quires that at least fifteen days before an 


‘election to fill any public office, etc., that 


sample baliots shall be sent to the voters, 
and the latter part of the same section 
provides that the clerk or secretary of 
amy legislative body of any incorporated 
city or town with whom the names of 
Any candidates have been filed shall mail, 
Sto. I-know of no provision requiring the 
mailing of sample ballots in an election 
of this kind.“ Filed. 

“In regard to the inquiry as to what 
remedy can be had to avoid the over- 
crowding of University cars, I know of no 
remedy except to pass an ordinance limit- 
ing the number of persons to be carried 
on each. car, which remedy, I imagine, 
Would be worse than the disease. There 
is nothing in their franchise requiring 
them to run any particular number of 


ears, and consequently nothing can be 
done in that direction.“ 
President Teed moved that the City 


Attorney be directed to present an ordi- 


nauce limiting the number of persons that 
can be carried on a University car at one 
timie to fifty: He said the people. place 
the responsibility on the Council for there 
not being any relief from the crowded 
condition ot the cars, and if such an ordi- 
mance were to be put into effect perhaps 
there would be such a how! from the peo- 
ple. and also such a lessening of the 
Dusiness done by the company that it 
would give the people some relief. 

Councilman Rhodes said there was al- 
ready such an ordinance for horse-cars, 
but it was of no effect. If the Main-street 
Company could be compelied to electrize 
its line. possibly it would carry enough 
passengers to prevent the overcrowding 
of the University line. 

Counctiman Nickell said he looked upon 
it as a ‘sign of prosperity for a town tc 
have its atreet-cars filled with people. 

‘Speaking again President Teed said that 
he and others of the Council, as a special 
committee appointed for that purpose, 
waited on General Manager Clark of the 
Hiectric Railway Company not long ago, 
and that gentleman promised to give a 
Detter service on the University line. He 
however, failed to do so, and he 
ted to see him live up to his 


ent. 
he only action taken on the report of 
the City Attorney in reference to the mat- 
Ser was to file it. 
President Teed moved to direct the 
Bineet Superintendent to report the num- 


ber of crosswalks put in since September 
, and their location. Adopted. . 

On recommendation of the Board of 
Public Works the proposals for the pur- 
chases of franchises, for oil-pipe lines, as 
presented by the Metropolitan Oil Storage 
Company, W. B. Wilshire and C. F. A.

The new ordinance is made nvec- 
essary on account of changes in the names 
of certain streets.“ Adopted. 

“I have prepared a profile of zanja 6-1 
between Ann and Willhardt streets, show- 
ing the quality and condition of said zanja 
conduit. I find that 675 feet of decayed 
wood pipe will have to be replaced. This 
pipe is sound on the lower half and rot- 
ten on the upper half, owing to its not 
having been entirely filled with water. I 
therefore recommend that 675 feet of 30- 
inch pipe be laid to replace this old pipe, 
which will cost about $1.25 per lineal foot 
laid. The cost of a redwood flume will 
approximate 70 cents per lineal foot.“ Re- 
ferred to the Zanja Committee.

Afternoon Session. 


The hearing on the protests against the 
proposed abandonment of Figueroa street, 
between Sixth and Pico streets, which 
hearing had been continued till this time, 
was taken up and the parties interested 
were heard at the afternoon session. 

After those who desired had addressed 
the Council on the matter the report on 
it, as presented by the special committee, 
which report was printed in yesterday’s 
Times, was taken up. 

Councilman Pessell moved that all that 
portion of the report referring to quit 
claim deeds be stricken out. This motion 
was lost and the report, as presented, was 
thereupon adopted. 

Councilman Rhodes introduced a motion 
reciting at some length the circumstances 
of the case, and which ended with the 
words: ‘‘Wherefore be it further resolved, 
that the protests in this matter be denied 
and that the City Attorney be instructed 
to present a final ordinance closing up and 
forever abandoning all rights and claims 
of the city of Los Angeles, in and to said 
Figueroa street, between Pico and Sixth 
streets, as a public street; resolved, fur- 
ther, that a quit claim deed be executed 
from the city of Los Angels to the prop- 
erty-holders owning lands in the line of 
said alleged Figueroa street, between Pico 
and Sixth, quit-claiming and releasing all 
claims of said city in and to said lands, 
but expressly reserving and excepting from 
said deed all streets and alleys lying in or 
crossing said street, which have been laid 
out or dedicated to pubiic use by any sub- 
division made subsequent to the original 
survey of said lands by Henry Hancock; 
and that the Mayor dnd clerk be and they 
are hereby authorized and directed to 
make, execute and deliver such deed in ac- 
cordance with this resolution.“ 

President Teed, who had called Council- 
man Strohm to the chair, moved to amend 
the motion go as to exclude from its pro- 
visions all that portion of Figueroa street, 
between Ninth and Tenth streets. Adopted. 


City-Attorney McFarland stated that he 


owned 175 feet of land fronting on Figue- 
roa street at Temple, but he nevertheless 
believed it a matter of justice to the peo- 
ple between Sixth and Pico, that the al- 
leged street there should be abandoned. 

On motion of Councilman Pessell the 
portions of the motion referring to quit- 
claim deeds was stricken out. The City 
Attorney thereupon presented an ordinance 
as directed, abandoning those portions of 
Figueroa street, between Tenth and Pico, 
and between Ninth and Sixth streets. The 
ordinance was adopted by a vote of all the 
members present, Councilman Campbell 
being the only absentee. 

OTHER BUSINESS. 

On recommendation of the Sewer Com- 
mittee the bid of M. Zuretti for the con- 
struction of a sewer on Eleventh street, 
between Burlington avenue and Alvarado 
street, for 74 cents per lineal foot, was 
accepted. 

On motion of Councilman Munson all 
proposals received for the sewering of 
Bonnie Brae street, between Tenth street 
and lot 4 of the Bonnie Brae tract, were 
rejected and the clerk was instructed to 
advertise for new bids.

The Fire Commission. ; 

The Fire Commission held its regular 
weekly meeting yesterday morning with 
Commissioners Brodrick, Wirsching and 
Mayor Rowan present. The demands and 
requisitions were approved as presented 
and the board without doing any f er 
business of interest adjourned.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 
The Courts. 
THE ASHWORTH MURDER TRIAL 
CONTINUED. 

When the trial of Robert Ashworth for 
the murder of Manuel Watson near Wil- 
mington on September 1 last was resumed 
in Department One yesterday morning N. 
C. Bledsoe, Esq.; of counsel for the defense 
arose and asked the court to decide the 
question as to whether he or Mr. Woolner 
was senior counsel in the case, stating 
that if the defendant wanted the other 
man to conduct his case he would with- 
draw. This was the first case in an ex- 
perience of ten years where he had been 
at variance with his associate in a case. 

Mr. Woolner expressed hig regret that 
Mr. Bledsoe should feel as he did in the 
matter, but stated that he left the matter 
entirely to the defendant, at whose ex- 
press wish he had acted. 

A. M. Carpenter, Esq., informed the 
court that he and Mr. Bledsoe had spent 
considerable time and money in working 
up the case, but that so far as he was con- 
cerned all he wished was to see the de- 
fendant acquitted, as he ought to be. 

The matter, upon being left to the de- 
fendant, resulted in the withdrawal of 
Messrs. Bledsoe and Carpenter from the 
case, and the case was thereypon pro- 
ceeded with. 

The prosecution closed its case after in- 
trodueing some further evidence as to the 
indications 4 a scuffle on the ground 
where the y of Manuel Watson was 
foupd, and Mr. Woolner, after briefly stat- 
i to the jury that, as must be. apparent 
to everybody, this was a case of self-de- 
fense, proceeded to introduce witnesses for 
the purpose of showing that Manuel Wat- 
son had been drinking heavily on the night 
before he was killed, and that’ Ashworth 
had reported the affair to the people at 
Todd’s ranch immediately after its occur- 
rence. 

The defendant was then called upon to 
tell the story in his own behalf. He 
stated that on the morning of September 1 
last Patricio Watson helped him to load a 
wagon with wood, which he drove to Wil- 
mington and sold. While returning in the 
evening he met Manuel Watson, who was 
on horseback. The latter caught hold of 
one’ of his horses and said, ‘‘You’ve been 
talking about me.“ The old man told 
him that if he did not let go of his 
horse’s head he would tell Mrs. Watson, 
whereupon Manuel threatened to lasso and 
kill him. He proceeded to put his threat 
into execution by climbing up into -the 
wagon, but the old man kicked him and 
he fell down. Upon getting up again he 
climbed on the wagon a second time and 
was again met by a kick. Then he tried 
to slip up on the old man, who was scared, 
and Ashworth then drew his knife and 
stabbed him. Before doing so, however, 
Ashworth received a terrible blow over the 
eye from his assailant. After striking his 
victim with the knife the old man knelt 
down in the wagon bed to see if Manuel 
was badly hurt, but it was too dark to see, 
and hearing him breathing heavily, he got 
seared and drove off, never stopping till 
he reached Todd’s place. Manuel had been 
drinking. Ashworth denied having previ- 
ously threatened to kill Watson, or that 
he told Williamson, the trusty in the 
County Jail, that he had jumped out of 
the wagon and stamped on Manuel's face. 

His right arm, from which the bones 
have been removed, was shown to the jury, 
for the purpose of showing that it was 
practically useless to him, and that he was 
a defenseless old man. He also told of 
several instances in which Manuel had 
tried to get him mad, and had called him 
names. 

Several character witnesses. were intro- 
duced to show that prior to this occur- 
rence Ashworth’s reputation for peace and 
quiet had been good, and the matter then 
went over until this morning. 


‘HABEAS CORPUS PROCEEDINGS. 


In Department Six yesterday morning, 
Peter Tonnerson, Andrew Nielsen and Mar- 
tin Heyer, three sailors, applied to Judge 
McKinley for their release from the cus- 
tody of Deputy Constable D. T. Inman of 
San Pedro, through the medium of habeas 
corpus proceedings. 

It was shown that the three petitioners, 
who constituted the crew of the lumber 
schooner Norma, which recently dis- 
charged her cargo at the port of San 
Pedro, deserted the vessel while she lay in 
Wilmington Bay, ready for sea; that G. 
P. Hanson, the captain of the vessel, with 
the view of compelling them to return to 
the schooner, went before T. S. Moore, the 
Justice of the Peace for the township of 
Wilmington, and filed a complaint in which 
he set forth the fact that the vessel had’ 
been detained for three days, thereby en- 
tailing a pecuniary loss of $150, by reason 
of the absence of the trio, and asking that 
they be required to show cause why they 
should not be delivered on board by the 
authorities. Although there is no provision 
in the laws of this State for any such 
process, Justice Moore usurped the author- 
ity and issued warrants for the arrest of 
the three sailors, who were subsequently 
‘thrown into the City Jail at San Pedro. 
Fortunately, this outrage did not escape 
notice, and the men were permitted to lay 
their case before an attorney, who at once 
instituted habeas corpus proceedings. 

Upon learning these facts Judge McKin- 
ley immediatély ordered that the petition- 
ers be discharged from. custody. 


_JUDGMENT FOR THE PLAINTIFF. 


Judge Van Dyke rendered his decision in 
the case of S. A. Strang vs. J. M. Me- 
Kinney et al.. yesterday morning order- 
ing findings and judgment for the plain- 
tiff for the recovery of the possession of 
the premises in contgoversy, and for dam- 
ages in the sum of $30, for the reasons 
given in the following 
relation thereto: 

“The evidence in this case shows that 
M. L. Wicks purchased lands from the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company in 
1885; sold and assigned his right under 
said purchase to C. B. Van Every in Oc- 
tober, 1888, and that Van Every went into 
possession of the lands as soon as he 
bought, under claim of title, and has paid 
taxes upon the same. The land in ques- 
tion is a part of sec. 17, tp. 8 N., R 16 W, 
S. B. M., in Los Angeles county. 

“On Septémber 24, 1892, Van Every 
leased the land to the plaintiff for one 
year. Plaintiff went into possession of the 
land, cultivated and put the whole into 
crop. Van Every extended the lease to 
plaintiff for a second year ahd the latter 
continued in possession of said land, ex- 
cept the parts from which defendants 
ousted and ejected him, and was in posses- 
sion at the time of the trial. While plain- 
tiff was so in possession the defendants 
entered upon a portion of the land which 
had been sown to crops, erected cabins’ 
thereon, and claimed the right to hold the 
Same as being a portion of government 
land. The claim under the railroad grant 
had been declared forfeited. 

The plaintiff was in actual possession 
of the land at the time of the entry and 
ouster by defendants. (C. C. P. 228, 325.) 
‘By actual possession,” said Justice Field, 
in Coryell vs. Cain (16 Cal., 573) ‘‘is 
meant a subjection to the will and domin- 
ion of the claimant, and is usually evi- 
denced by occupation—by a substantial 
inclosure—by cultivation, or by appro- 
priate use, according to the particular 
locality of the property.“ Residence on 
the property is not necessary, nor is an 
inclosure, where the land has been culti- 
vated, or grazed, according to the partic- 
ular locality and quality of the property. 
(Webber vs. Clarke, 74 Cal., 11.) One who 
was in the prior actual possession cf pub- 
lic land open to settlement, under the for- 
feiture act of Congress of September 28, 
1890, may maintain ejectment against a 
person who made a peaceable entry upon 
such actual possession, intending to oc- 
cupy the land as a ‘homestead. but who 
is not otherwise connected with the gov- 
ernment title. (Rourke vs. McNally, 98 
Cal., 291.) In this case the defendants 
have not connected themaglves with the 
government title; and the plaintiff, being

already shown, ot the premises, although 
government land, is entitled to “maintain 
the action. The suit was brought before 
the expiration of his second year’s lease, 
and, as before stated, plaintiff continued 
in possession up to the time of the trial, 
presumably by consent of the owner, by 
lease, at will, or otherwise. 

In the case last cited it is said: The 
laws of the, United States do not author- 


another for the purpose of making a set- 
tlement, though made by one qualified to 
purchase from the government, or to ac- 
quire a homestead, although such entry is 
made with the intent to acquire the title 
in some lawful mode,’ citing Atherton vs. 
Fowler (96, U. S., 513;) Dunwood vs. Mar- 
tin (120 U. S., 369,) and other cases. The 
plaintif? therefore is entitled to recover. 
The amount of damages was cot very 
great, inasmuch as it was in evidence that 
the crop was comparatively a failure.” 
SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 

The trial of the case of Lulu Freeman 
vs. the Los Angeles Consolidated Electric 
Railway Company, an action for $10,120 
damages for personal injuries, was com- 
menced before Judge Clark and a jury in 
Department Two yesterday, W. T. Win- 
iams, Esq., representing the plaintiff, and 
John D. Pope, Bsq., appearing for the de- 
fendant. 

The plaintiff alleged that on June 27 
last while she was driving along Broadway 
in a wagon, one of defendant’s cable cars 
struck the vehicle, wrecking it and throw- 
ing har out, thereby causing severe in- 
juries to her back, neck and head. The 
defendant corporation, on the other band, 
denies that the accident was due to the 
negligence of its employees, but attributes 
it 8 to the fault of the plaintiff her- 
self. 

The taking of testimony, which con- 
sumed the ‘time of the court all day, was 
not concluded, and will be taken up again 
this morning. 

WANTS A CHANGE OF VENUE. 

Thomas J. Smith, who was recently ar- 
rested for assaulting R. A. Ling, Esq., ap- 
plied for a writ of mandate from the Su- 
perior Court yesterday to compel Justice 
H. C. Austin to grant his motion for a 
change of venire, which is based upon 
the ground that said magistrate is biased 
and prejudiced against him. An alterna- 
tive writ, returnable on Monday next, was 
issued by Judge Van Dyke, requiring Jus- 
tice Austin to show cause why said mo- 
tion should not be granted. 

In Department One yesterday morning 
T. Wesley Van Sciever appeared before 
Judge Smith with a request for permission 
to withdraw the plea of not guilty which 
he recently entered to the charge of em- 
bezzlement. pending against him, for the 
purpose of presenting a demurrer and a 
motion to dismiss the information, but the 
court, at the close of the argument, re- 
served its decision in the matter until 
Monday next. 


Court Notes. 

Gabino Calunga appeared before Judge 
Smith yesterday mcrning ‘to plead to the 
charge of petty larceny, with prior con- 
viction, preferred against him, and upon 
entering his plea of guilty thereto, and 
waiving all legal rights, was sentenced 
to imprisonment in the State prison at 
Folsom for the term of one year. 

When W. D. Davenport was called upon 
to plead to the charge of grand larceny 
preferred against him in Department One 
yesterday morning, his counsel presented a 
motion to set aside the information upon 
technical grounds, which matter, upon sub- 
mission, was taken under advisement by 
Judge Smith. 

In accordance with the petition of Cre- 
sencio Montez, their paternal grandfather, 
and only living relative, and at their own 
request, Judge York yesterday appointed 
Mrs. H. A. Watson as the guardian of the 
person of Hortense and Artemesia Montez, 
aged respectively 17 and 12 years. 

Judge York ‘yesterday heard the case of 
Catalina 8. Deverede vs. Louise Begue 
et al., an action to recover judgment for 
$400 and interest, alleged to be due upon 
a note, jointly signed by both defendants, 
and ordered judgment for the plaintiff 
therein, as prayed. Judgment by default 
had already been taken against the other 
defendant, Bersabe R. V. de Buddle. 

The motion of the defendant in the case 
of W. A. Meloy vs. H. C. Roberts to set 
aside the default and judgment rendered 
therein recently, was granted by Judge 
York yesterday afternoon, conditionally 
upon the furnishing by the defendant, 
within five days’ time, of an undertaking 
or other security, satisfactory to the court, 
for the payment ot any judgment which 
may be awarded top plaintiff equal to th 
judgment lien now held by him. ’ 

The trial of the case of J. H. Cole- 
man vs. J. Downey Harvey, as adminis- 
trator of the estate of John G. Downey, de- 
ceased, was resumed beforé Judge McKin- 
ley and a jury in Department Six yester- 
day, but the matter was not concluded and 
went over until this morning. 


Southwest Improvement. 

The citizens of Southwest Los Angeles 
have organized themselves into an asso- 
ciation for the purpose of obtaining im- 
provements in streets, as regards grading, 
paving, lighting, water and sewer service. 
The organization is called the Southwest 
Los Angeles Mutual Improvement Associa- 
tion, and has alr about one hundred 
members, and at pr is holding weekly 
meetings. Much dissatisfaction is cx- 
pressed on all sides with the old “Blue 
Line“ service on West Washington street, 
anit the association has been urged to take 
steps to secure the early, electrizing of 
this line. Thursday, December 13. tho as- 
sociation holds ,a special meeting in 
Paulk’s Hall at station D, to discuss the 
„Blue Line“ service, and the means to be 
employed to secure better service. All are 
invited. 


IN MEMORIAM. 

The friends of Mr. and Mrs. J. D. Hooker 
of this city are pained beyond expression 
to learn of the unexpected death of their 
only son, Lawrence P. Hooker, at New 
Haven, Ct., where he was attending the Yale 
Law School. 

Death resulted suddenly Tuesday morn- 
ing from the effects of blood-poisoning, super- 
induced by a boil. , 

The blow to his parents,’ who were both 
at home in this city, came almost without 
warning, as the deceased had been appar- 
ently in the most perfect health up to within 
a very short period—indeed, on the very day 
of his death, a letter was received in which 
he stated that he had never been or felt 
so well before in all his life.

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THE SCIENCE ASSOCIATION. 


The Planet Mars and its Habitability 
Discussed. 

The meetings of the Southern Californ 
Science A tion grow in interest. The 
subject discussed Tuesday evening was 
that timely if not well worn theme, the 
planet Mars. 

B. M. Baumgarott read a_carefully-pre- 
pared paper on our present knowledge of 
that body, derived from two centuries of 
observations of its motions and its surface. 
He spoke entertainingly of its points of 
resemblance and also of contrast to the 
world on which we live. He referred to 
Kepler’s thirty years’ patient study of the 
eccentric orbit of Mars, from which he 
finally educed the mathematical formulas 
known as Kepler’s laws—laws which gov- 
ern the movements of all the planets in 


the solar system, and presumably in all- 


other systems. Of course the lecturer 
touched upon that much-mooted question, 
the habitability of Mars, and in accordance 
with the latest. views of astronomers, took 
rather conservative ground. 

An animated discussion followed the 
reading of the paper, which was partici- 
pated in by Messrs. Wooster, Moody, Dav- 
idson, White, Bishop and others, the gen- 
eral tenor of which was, that the differ- 
ence of physical conditions on Mars and 
the other planets is not necessarily incom- 
patible with the existence of life and pos- 
sibly intelligent beings in those worlds at 
the present time. 

President Knight reviewed the conclus- 
ions arrived at by Richard A. Proctor, who 
began his lavestinations with a predilec- 
tion in favor of the assumption that all 
the larger planets were inhabited, but 
finally convinced himself that in the solar 
system only the earth is at present fitted 
to be the abode of life. But in the course 
of time, to be measured by astronomical 
cycles amounting to millions of years, one 
after another of the giant planets will 
reach a condition in which life will be pos- 
sible. But the earth, like the moon, will 
then have become a dead world. 

This view, however, of the non-habita- 
bility of the other planets in our system 
at the present time so repugnant at first 
glance, does not, upon a wider view, nec- 
essarily impeach the wisdom of the great 
Ruler of the universe. 

There are more than one hundred mil- 
lion suns, said Mr. Knight, visible in our 
great telescopes, and doubtless thousands 
of millions more scattered through bound- 
less space. If each of these syns have on 
an average as many planets as our own 
sun revolving around them, and if there 
is only one inhabited planet in twenty 
stellar systems, then would there be many 
millions of inhabited worlds at the present 
time, and many millions more constantly 
advancing to that stage of development 
which would fit them for the abode of 
intelligent beings. + 

Dr. — exhibited a new shell dis- 
covered by Miss Merritt, at San ro, 
and a new plant indigenous to this coast 
which he had met with in the British 
museum. He spoke of another plant which 
has proven a great pest to the farmers of 
Dakota and is spreading westward, spec- 
imens of which had recently been detected 
in Antelope Valley.

POPULAR OPINION ON THE 
RAILROAD FRANCHISE. 
of the Floral Parade—Elec- 
tion of Church Officers—The 


Pasadena High School 
Personals. 
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PASADENA, Dec. 12.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The opposition against the 
Southern Pacific Company's proposed en- 
terprise of building a road into Pasadena, 
through Broadway to Colorado street. 
seems to have narrowed down to a very 
few people, who have reasons of their own 
for remaining firm in their attitude. The 
opponent who was most emphatic in the 
declaration that the company should get no 
concessions from biin, though he had to 
expend’ his whole fortune in fighting the 
encroaching road, hag so far ylelded as to 
sign a paper agreeing to abice by the de- 
cision of a board of. arbitrators, to be ap- 
pointed for the purpose of adjusting the 
question of damages. Other citizens, with 
personal interests at stake, are said to 
ask prices entirely out’ of reason, not 
only for their property that may be actu- 
ally required b 
right ‘to bull a track in front it 
through the middle of the street. Three 
of the five members of the City Council 
are inclined to grant to the wvailroad com- 
pany such a franchise as is asked for, 
leaving the question of damages to be 
settled between the company and the 
owhers of the property alleged to be dam- 
aged, the other two declaring their inten- 
tion of opposing it until some plan is 
agreed upon for adjusting the dispute be- 
twéen corporation and citizens. The rail- 

company, repudiated the board of ar- 
bitration idea, and the matter was further 
complicated by certain of the citizens also 
refusing to submit to that means of set- 
tling the widely-divergent interests. The 
railroad company’s representatives in- 
formed the Council that it would be im- 
possible to settle with all property-owners 
for either real or !maginary damages un- 
til a franchise had been granted which 
would give the company a basis to work 
upon in negotiating settlements, for other- 
wise it would be made the. victim of ex- 
orbitant ‘prices. It has ap from 
the fi that the majority of people were 
in favor of the railroad entering Pasa- 
dena, Some opposed it on the general 
principle that this city does not need any 
more failroads, and others in fear of a 
dangerous crossing on Colorado street, 
and others on purely personal grounds. 
The first enumerated were so much in the 
minority that they have not been taken 
seriously. others were quieted by the pro- 
viso introduced in the proposed ordinance 
stopping the road at Colorado street, ond 
now the last named are being reduced 
in numerical stretigth «nd convinced of 
their untenable attitude. * 

It was asserted that the of the 
business men favored the ti of a. 
franchise to the railroad company,, and to 
verify the truth of the mattér a Times 
reporter today interviewed a number of 
citizens on the subject. One very prom- 
ment citizen who did not want his name 
mentioned said that the Council should 
consider whether or not it was desirable 
to have the Southern Pacific enter Pasa- 
dena, and either grant or refuse the fran- 
chise asked for without tacking to it 1 ny 
condition requiring arbitration. - He went 
further and said the Council had no right 
to insist on such a requirement. . 

A real estate agent, who has no inter- 
ests at stake, said he was opposed to an 
evident inclination on the part of some- 
body to cinch the railroad and get an ex- 
orbitant price for property and fanvied 
Others expressed themselves 
more or less favorably. as here quoted:

This place is infested at pres- 
ent with the hardest and toughest lot of 
hobos that have ever paid us a visit. The 
County Jail is full of them and still they 
come. They are evidently city toughs, as 
they are perfectly familiar with the latest 
city slang and conduct themselves in a 
“South of Market street“ style. There 
are about thirty-five of them in the jail, 
ten of them having been put in today 
(Wednesday.) The majority of them are 
drunks and when under “the influence“ 
act more like wild beasts than human be- 
ings. One of their pals on the outside 
was detected today attempting to pass in 
a pint bottle of the flery liquid and was 
immediately locked up by the jailer. Their 
failure to get the beverage so angered the 
inmates that, when a few minutes after- 
ward, a constable and assistants arrived 
with another batch, they were ready for 
a fight, and took advantage of the open- 
ing of the jail door to make a grand rush 
and attempt to overpower the keepers.

Constable Snodgrass has a sprained thumb, 
also a sprained knee and several minor 
scratches. Mr. White has a severe cut 
over the right eye, having iin ¢gainst 
one of the maniac’s Jsts. The Sheriff 
had his billy“ with him and struck one 
of them over the head with it, but the re- 
bound threw it out of his hand and it fell 
among the mob. Realizing the situation in 
a moment the Sheriff jumped down into 
the tank, where the most of them had 
been driven, and again secured the wea- 
pon. While in the act of picking it up 
one of them attempted to kick him in 
the head, but luckily the huge brogau 
missed the mark. 

Shortly after they had been safely caged, 
a Times representative visited the scene 
and had a look at the battle-ground, and 
the broken window, where their pal had 
attempted to pass in the alcohol. The bot- 
tle was also in evidence and it, as well 
as tome half a dozen others bore tne 
label of the Pioneer drug store.

MYSTERIOUS DEATH OF THOMAS 
H. COUTS. 


The Coroner’s Jury Says it Was Mur- 

der, While Others Insist that 

it Was Suicide—Many 
Strange Features. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 12.—(Special Corre- 
spotidence.) Full details of what now ap- 
pears on the county records as a tragic 
mystery have not yet been published. It is 
a case worthy possibly of the consideration 
of the keenest detective instinct; a case 
over which Conan Doyle might delight to 
speculate and make deductions as a detec- 
tive logician. The case has been reported 
briefly in The Times, but the verdict of 
the Coroner’s jury, after an unusually care- 
ful investigation, of death at the hands 
of persons unknown,“ redirects public at- 
tention to the tragedy. 

On Thanksgiving morning Thomas H. 
Couts, aged 21, a worker on Clemens’s 
ranch in Mission Valley, was found dead in 
bed with a bullet hole through his heart, 
caused by a forty-four-caliber pistol evi- 
dently held over the man’s breast. he 
heart was literally blown to pieces. The 
county officials having the case in charge 
ran against two obstacles in endeavoring 
to determine who had fired the fatal shot. 
One was the inability to discover the 
slightest motive for suicide, and, on the 
other hand, no motive for murder has been 
discovered. The victim was a man of un- 
usual vivacity, good nature and of promis- 
ing prospects. He was of good habits. 
far as is known there was nothing per- 
nicious in his character. In proof that he 
did not contemplate suicide is the fact 
that on the day of his death he had 
planned to attend a ball with two of his 
mates. 

Couts occupied a room in a shed 120 
feet from Rancher Clemens’s house. 
Thanksgiving morning Clemens drove early 
and went about his duties. About 8 o'clock, 
as Couts did not appear, Clemens went to 
his room. There, horrible and gore in 
death, was the dead man upon his bed. 
The officers were called in promptly. 
Couts’s hands were folded across his 
breast. This caused comment. If he had 
shot himself, how could these dead hands 
be folded so carefully across his breast? 
That was a question which puzzled the of- 
ficers. The doctors arrived. They exam- 
ined the awful wound and the hands of the 
victim. Powder marks appeared on the 
left hand. This convinced some of the 
doctors that this hand guided the muzzle 
of the weapon, while the right hand dis- 
charged the pistol. The wall at the left of 
the victim bore the imprint of a bloody 
hand. On the floor, six feet to the right. 


was a revolver. No dent ap- 
peared on the floor to indicate where 
the pistol struck it. This pistol was 


nearly twelve inches long and a heavy 
weapon. The theory of some of the doc- 
tors is that the victim placed the pistol 
over his breast, guiding the muzzle with 
the left hand and firing it with the 
right hand. The bullet passed through 
the body, the heavy mattress, bedstead and 
into the floor below. When the wound was 
made, according to the doctors, the arms 
were thrown outward convulsively and, by 
reflex muscular action, returned to the 
folded position in which they were found. 
The left hand may have struck the wall. 
The right hand may have thrown the pis- 
‘tol six feet from the bed. To say the 
least, the reposeful position in which the 
body was found is peculiar. It does not 
appear probable to the mind of the lay- 
man that such a position could be as- 


“sumed by a man with a hole through his 


heart. The doctors think that a heart 
wound does not affect nerve centers in 
such a way as to make such action and 
position as was indicated by the corpse 
impossible. 

The pistol was taken from Clemens’ 
bureau-drawer. Couts may have known 
that pistol was there. Clemens says that 
Couts entered his chamber at times. The 
owner of the pistol had not missed it. 

Couts had correspondence with girls, 
but it indicates no indiscreetness. The 
rumor that the brother of the girl with 
whom Couts associated had killed him is 
not credited, because it can bé proved 
that this brother was in a distant town 
at the time of the murder. 

Another peculiar feature of this case is 
the fact that, although this terrible pistol 
made a roar when discharged equal in 
resonance te the report of a Winchester 
rifle, yet it was not heard by anyone. It 
was discharged in a place of unusual 
quietness where the slightest sounds at 
night are readily heard. Clemens, sleep- 
ing 120 feet away, did not hear it. No 
one else heard it. 

The officers are all at sea in their efforts 
to remove all question as to the cause of 
Couts’s death. Some of them think it was 
suicide. Twelve intelligent jurors give the 
opinion of death at the hands of persons | 
unknown.“
